To THE Stockholders: Your President and Board of Direct- 
ors herewith submit for your careful consideration a general state- 
ment of the operations of your road, from the organization of the 
present company to the close of the fiscal year, ending June 30, 
1873. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The present organization of the Southern Pacific Eailroad Com- 
pany was effected October 11, 1870, by the consolidation of the 
following companies, viz. : The San Francisco and San Jose Eail- 
road Company; The Southern Pacific Eailroad Company; The 
Santa Clara and Pajaro Valley Eailroad Company, and the Cali- 
fornia Southern Eailroad Company, all of which had been duly 
incorporated under the laws of the State of California. By virtue 
of the consolidation, the new company succeeded to all the rights, 
privileges and franchises of the companies above named. 

The object of the new corporation was to construct, equip, 
maintain and operate a line of railroad from the city of San 
Francisco to a point on the Colorado river, near the southeastern 
boundary of the State of California, a distance of seven hundred 
and twenty-two miles, with a branch from Tehachapa \>«k»9> \i^ ^^\fc 



Colorado river at or near Port Mohave, a distance of say three 
hnndred and eight miles, and such other branches a6 the Board 
of Directors may decide to establish. 

PBOGBESS OF CONSTRUCTION. 

When the present company was organized, October 11, 1870, 
there were only eighty (80) miles of road, extending from San 
Francisco to Gilroy, constructed and in operation. 

Since that time the road has been extended from Gilroy to 
Solidad Grossing, sixty-two and one-half (62^) miles ; also from 
Gamadero to Tres Pinos, eighteen and one-quarter (18 J) miles, 
and on the Visalia Division frfim Goshen to Delano, forty-one and 
two-tenths (41 2-10) miles, making the whole number of miles now 
in operation two hundred and two and one-half (202^). 

CONTRACT FOB BUELDINa THE ROAD. 

A contract was entered into with the Contract and Finance 
Company to construct and equip the whole line of road, for which 
they are to receive the mortgage bonds of the company at the 
rate of $40,000 per mile, and the balance of their pay in the capital 
stock of the company. Under this contract one hundred and 
twenty-two and one-half (122^) miles of road have already been 
built and equipped, and when the contract is fulfilled the com- 
pany will have the road with the neccessary sidings, rolling- 
stock, depots, and machine-shops, with no indebtedness except the 
mortgage bonds before mentioned, together with all the land 
granted by Congress free from any incumbrance. 

CONDITION OF THE ROAD AND EQUIPMENT. 

For a statement in detail of the condition of the road and equip- 
ment, togetUiT with the cost of repairing the same for the year 
ending June 30, 1873, you are referred to the report of the Greneral 
Sui>erinteiident, submitted herewith (see page 14). 

EARNINGS AND OPERATING EXPENSES. 

The earnings and operating expenses since the organization of

An examination of the above statement will show that while 
earnings have increased, the ratio of operating expenses to earn- 
ings has decreased, being 52 per cent, in 1870 and '71, and only 
44 3-10 per cent, in 1872 and 73. The earnings for each mile of 
road have also steadily increased, as will appear from the following 
statement :

and we have no doubt but that the earnings per mile wiU show a 
large increase as the road is extended through the fertile valleys 
lying south of its present terminus. 

FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

The report of the Secretary, herewith submitted (see page 21), 
gives a fall exhibit of the earnings and operating expenses, and 
also of the financial condition of the company at the close of the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1873. 

GBANTS FROM THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA AND THE CITY OF 

SAN FRANCISCO. 

Your company has received from the State of California a 
grant of thirty acres of land, situated in what is known as Mis- 
sion Bay, in the city of San Francisco, an equal amount having 
been granted to the Central Pacific Eailroad Company. In the / 
improvement of these sixty (60) acres, the companies have jointly 
expended $352,224, which is all that can be satisfactorily expend- 
ed until the streets and alleys are closed in part, and some addi- 
tional land adjoining the grant is secured. This no doubt wiU be 
done in time for your company to make the necessary improve- 
ments to accommodate the vast business that must be brought to 
this point, for in this the interests of the city of San Francisco and 
of your company are identical. 
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The city of San Francisco has granted the company the right 
to extend its track down Fourth street to Louisiana street, and 
thence along the water-front on that street to Eldorado street. 
This grant will secure the object so long desired, the bringing to- 
gether of ship and car. This improvement is now being made, 
and when completed will do much towards accommodating the 
business of the road for the present year. 

It will also largely increase the earnings of the road, as busi- 
ness which has hitherto been diverted to other routes wUl come 
throigh to San Francisco. Taking the single article of grain, 
there were diverted from your road during the last fiscal year, 
54,213,602 pounds, which, had it been carried through to San 
Francisco, would have added largely to its earnings. 

PROSPECTIVE BUSINESS OF THE ROAD. 

There are several considerations that have an important bear- 
ing upon the prospective business of your road, which demand spe- 
cial notice : 

First — The construction of the proposed railroad from Watson- 
ville to Santa Cruz. This railroad will pass through the extensive 
red-wood forests, and will afford.a vast tonnage for your road, as 
the timber will find a ready market in large quantities in the Sali- 
nas and other valleys along the line. 

Second — The towns and villages through which the Southern 
Pacific Eailroad passes afford the most delightful as well as the 
most available suburban residence. San Jose, Santa Clara, Eed- 
wood City, Menlo Park, Belmont, and other places equally well 
located, with a climate that is unsurpassed, with the intelligence 
and refinement of their citizens, and their educational and relig- 
ious advantages, afford great inducement to all who are seeking 
quiet and delightful residences within easy access of the city. 
Already many of the business men of San Francdsco are finding a 
liome beyond the city limits, and the steady and rapid increase of 
this suburban population guarantees to your road a large and 
l)rofi table local business. 

Third — The discovery of extensive deposits of coal in close 
j)roximity to the line of your road, which can be easily reached as 
the road is extended. 

When we consider that coal from these deposits can be deliv- 
ered in San Francisco over the low grades of your road at the 



minimum cost for transportation, and when we consider also the 
limited supply of coal on the Pacific coast from other sources, to- 
gether with the fact that the road can supply itself with cheap 
fuel, and secure a large increase in its business in the transporta- 
tion of coal for domestic and manufacturiDg purposes, the import- 
ance of this interest cannot well be over-estimated. 

Fourth — The general location of the Southern Pacific Eailroad 
is peculiarly favorable for developing and controlling a large 
and remunerative miscellaneous business, for it occupies almost 
the only passes through which a railroad extending from San 
Francisco to the Colorado river can be built, and must therefore 
command the entire business between San Francisco and the 
southern poiHon of California, as well as Northern Mexico and 
Arizona. At the Colorado river it will meet the Texas and 
Pacific Eailroad, which is being constructed with great rapidity ; 
and when this connection is made, it will give your road a direct 
communication by rail with all the southern and southwestern 
portions of the United States, and the shortest liue from San 
Francisco to New Orleans and the country bordering the Gulf of 
Mexico, over which you may look for much of the surplus grain 
from the southern half of California to pass on its way to the 
European market. 

Fifth — The country tributary to your road embraces nearly one- 
third of the entire State of California, say 50,000 square miles. 
In traversing this large extent of country the road passes through 
some of the finest valleys in California, such as the San Jose"*, San- 
ta Clara, Pajaro, Salinas, Tulare and other large and fertile val- 
leys south of the Sierra Madre, in the counties of Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino. The soil in those valleys is exceedingly fertile, 
and produces all kinds of vegetables and grain of the temperate 
zones, and most of the fruits of semi-tropical regions, such as 
oranges, lemons, limes, olives, apricots, figs, etc., in great abund- 
ance. Eecent experiments in the culture of tobacco, near Gilroy, 
where some four hundred acres were planted the past season, have 
shown that the soil in that part of the state is peculiarly adapted 
to that crop, the yield per acre being from 1,500 to 2,000 pounds of 
a superior quality, equal to the best Havana, and from 2,500 to 3,000 
pounds per acre of the coarser varieties. Between four and five 
thousand acres will be planted next year, chiefiy in the Salinas 
and Santa Clara valleys, and already a company composed of 
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San Francisco capitalists has established an extensive tobacco 
and cigar manufactory in Grikoy, where they have begun to make 
chewing and smoking tobacco and cigars from the crop of 1873. 
Recent experiments have also demonstrated that jute, ramie and 
cotton can be grown in great abundance along the line of your 
road, for which the producer will always find a ready sale and 
remunerative prices, as these products will bear transportation, 
and thus have access to the world's markets. 

Ajnong the foot-hills and on the slopes of the mountains are vast 
tracts of land abounding in wild oats and native grasses, which are 
very nutritious, and afford pasturage for sheep and cattle through- 
out the entire year; and the temperature is so mild, even in winter, 
that shelter is seldom required. Nearly all the land in the foot-hills 
also produces the grape in great abundance, and much of it is con- 
sidered the best vine-land in the world, as it never fails to yield a 
crop. There are also immense tracts of timber-land covered with 
red- wood, red -cedar, pine and other varieties, which will afford an 
extensive lumber business for the road ; in short, the country trav- 
ersed by and tributary to the Southern Pacific Railroad has 
almost every variety of land adapted to every branch of agricul- 
ture, with a mild and healthful chmate, and is already attracting 
the attention of emigrants from the Eastern States, as well as from 
the nations of Europe,, and is being rapidly taken up along the line 
of the road, and even in advance of its construction. 

LAND GRANT OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. 

As before stated, the contract for building the road is such that 
it leaves to the company, unincumbered, all the lands granted by 
the Act of Congress, consisting of the right of way 200 feet wide 
through the public lands, and twenty alternate sections for each 
mile of completed road. 

The length of road upon which lands have been granted is, say, 
nine hundred and thirty-two miles. The grant embraces all unoccu- 
pied lands designated by odd-numbered sections for twenty miles 
on each side of the road; and when any of these odd-numbered 
sections have been reserved or otherwise disposed of, the company 
has the right to select a sufficient amount from the unappropri- 
ated lands between the twenty and thirty mile limits to make up 
the deficiency* From examinations made in the local land offices. 
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it has been ascertained that there is a sufficient amount of vacant 
land between the twenty and thirty mile limits from which to 
select, in place of land settled upon, or reserved within the bound- 
aries of the grant proper ; it is therefore safe to say that the com- 
pany will receive, upon the completion of the road, the full amount 
of land covered by the grant. The land agent of the company, 
after a carefal examination and classification of the lands, places 
their value, at a low estimate, at $30,000,000 ; and it is with much 
satisfaction that you can contemplate the ownership of this im- 
mense property, especially when you consider that its value to 
yourselves and the country has nearly all been created by your own 
energy and perseverance. 

Tour board would recommend that the lands be sold to actual 
settlers, at low rates, according to location and quality, as soon as 
arrangements for their sale can be completed, as it will be much 
more advantageous to the company to sell their lands at low x>rices, 
and have them brought under cultivation at once, than to hold 
them, even though much higher prices could be realized after a 
few years. 

The policy of the general government, in granting each alternate 
section of land to aid in the construction of railroad lines through 
those districts far removed from navigable waters, is folly justified 
by the rapid increase in the value of lands along the line of roads 
so constructed. 

Before the Southern Pacific Eailroad was built, land in some of 
the great valleys through which it runs was of very little value, and 
there was no market for it even at the minimum government price 
of $1.25 per acre ; while now, with the road in operation, it is being 
rapidly taken up at the price fixed by the government, which is 
twic6 that charged for lands unaffected by these improvements, so 
that the government not only receives the same amount of money 
that it would have received if no grant had been made to the railroM 
company, but also has a market for its lands where there would 
have been none without the road. And this is not all ; the con- 
struction of a line of railroad, with all the necessary fixtures and 
buildings, adds largely to the amount of taxable property in every 
township through which it passes, and thus tends to lighten taxa- 
tion as people settle along the line of your road, principally on 
account of the business which it affords, and in consequence of 
these settlements, the value of the land is increased many fold. 
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With all these vast and varied interests awaiting the construc- 
tion of your road, the villages and cities with their rapid increase 
of population, the fertile valleys with their great abundance and 
variety of agricultural resources, the forests with their wealth of 
lumber, the mines with their vast supplies of coal and untold 
millions of the precious metals, you may reasonably hope for 
satisfactory dividends on your investments when the road is 
completed. 

We cannot, however,, ignore the fact that at this time a spirit 
of hostility against property held in a corporate capacity is being 
aroused and stimulated among the people by a small portion of 
the newspaper press and a class of people who never seem happy 
unless they are disturbing some legitimate interests. 

The claim advanced is virtually this, in the case of railroads, 
that having been built and paid for by one company of men, they 
should be controlled by another who have no interest in them 
whatever, except as a means of transportation for themselves and 
the products of their own industry. But ownership and control 
can no more be separated in the management of railroads than in 
the conduct of any other legitimate business. 

A sense of justice, as well as the necessities of the case, establish 
the principle that ownership and control must go together. Kail- 
road companies must have passengers and freight to transport, or 
their investment will be unremunerative ; and the people along 
railroad lines must have easy and rapid transportation, or the pro- 
ducts of their industry would be of little value. And we hope 
and believe that the time will soon come when property in rail- 
roads properly managed will be as safe from excessive taxation, 
unfriendly legislation and enormous awards for damages to per- 
sons and property, as though owned by private individuals, for, in 
the end, excessive charges imposed upon the roads must be paid 
by those who use them. 

The companies that are employing their time, energy and 
capital in constructing, equix)ping and oi)erating railroads, and 
the agriculturists and manufacturers, are naturally and of right 
should be allies and not antagonists. And this fact will be fully 
recognized and understood when the agrarian war-cry against 
corporate property has given place to more correct views of the 
relation between labor and capital. That portion of your road now 
completed and in operation is earning more than sufficient to pay 
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the iuterest on its bonded debt, and is increasing in value from 
month to month. Still, in view of the disturbed condition of 
financial affairs, and the fact that a portion of the people of 
California seem disposed to do all in their power to make this 
class of property unproductive and thereby depreciate securities 
based upon it, your board would recommend that the company 
go forward with the work of construction with great caution, 
practicing the most rigid economy in operating the completed por- 
tion of your road, acquiring all necessary grounds for depots, 
sidings, machine-shops and other purposes, and thereby strength- 
ening the credit of the company so as to give its securities a high 
standing in the great financial centres from which the capital nec- 
essary for the completion of the road must be drawn ; and then, 
when the time comes, as it surely will, that capital invested in 
good railroad securities will be considered safe, this great work 
can be carried rapidly forward to completion. 

In conclusion, your president and board of directors would ex- 
press their acknowledgments to all the officers and employees of 
the company for their faithfulness and efficiency in the perform- 
ance of their respective duties.

Dear Sir — Herewith I respectfully submit statement of the 
operation and business of the road for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1873, together with comparative statement of the earnings 
and expenses of the previous year : 

That portion of the road which is temporarily leased and oper- 
ated by the Central Pacific R. R. Co., in the San Joaquin Valley, 
from Goshen to Tipton, twenty, nine-tenths miles, was opened up 
for business July 25th, 1872 ; also from Tipton to Delano, twenty, 
three-tenths miles, July 14th, 1873. 

The extension of the road in the Salinas Valley, from Salinas 
City to Soledad, distance twenty-five, three-tenths miles, is com- 
pleted, and will be put in operation on the 12th inst. This opens 
up a new section of the country, from which a large increase of 
business may be expected. 

Average number of miles operated, exclusive of the above, was 
for the year ending June 30, 1872, 100 ; 1873, 121 6-10.

Beiug an increase over previous year of 122, which were added 
during the year. Thirty-nine freight cars have been painted, and 
all have been kept in thorough repair. The passenger stock has 
had general repairs, and is in excellent condition. Twenty-three 
cars have been equipped with the Westinghouse Air-Brake, and 
ten with the Miller Platform and Buffer ; all others to be supplied 
with these valuable improvements as fast as possible. 
Expense for repairs of cars for the year was $36,374.05. 

BUILDINGS. 

The depot buildings at Lawrence, Mayfleld and Mountain View 
have been rebuilt, and a new passenger and freight depot has been 
built in place of one destroyed at Belmont. The other buildings 
along the road, have been repaired and are in good order. At San 
Francisco, an inexpensive addition of 40x100 feet has been built to 
the shop, which will answer well the purpose for which it was con- 
structed. A new round-house, with six (6) stalls and a new turn- 
table, have been built at San Jose. 

BBmaES, CULVERTS AND CATTLE-GUARDS 

are all in good order.

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An Artesian well has been bored at San Jose, and a good flow 
of water was reached at a depth of 425 feet. 

There has also been built a 50,000 gallons water-tank at that 
station; also one of 20,000 gallons capacity at San Francisco. 

The fences have been kept in good repair. 

TBAOK. 

The track has been kept up in excellent condition. There have 
been 46,394 feet of new rail laid in main track, and 9,700 feet of 
worn rail used in the construction of side tracks, which was neces- 
sary for the economical disposition of the business. Expense of 
track repairs was $77,251.03. 

As satisfactory as have been the general results of the operation 
of the r(jpd for the past year, it is not unreasonable for us to look 
for and confidently expect those equally as gratifying in the years 
to come. 

I am indebted to the heads of the several departments and the 
employees for their fidelity, and for the promptness and efficiency 
manifested in the discharge of their duties.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER. 



Office Chief Engineer Southern Pacific 

Eailroad, 
San Francisco, Gal., July 25, 1873. 

C. P. Huntington, Esq., President Southern Pacific Eailroad Co.: 
Sir — ^I herewith submit the Annual Eeport of the Engineer 
Department for the year ending June 30, 1873. 

The operations of the year have been devoted to the location 
and construction of the main line and branches, and a careful ex- 
amination of former preliminary surveys. Many trial lines have 
been run so as to be sure that your road, as finally located, was on 
the best possible line, and I can now report that the line is located 
to Bakersfield, a distance of miles from San Francisco, via 

the Salinas Valley and Polonio Pass, and your company may well 
congratulate itself that such an excellent line has been secured, 
passing through some of the finest valleys in the state and occu- 
pying the only practicable pass south of the Salinas into the 
Tulare Valley. 

From Bakersfield via the Tehachapa and San Fernando Pass 
to Los Angeles, the country is very broken and considerable 
heavy work will be encountered ; in fact, it will require more work 
to build that portion of the road than from San Francisco to 
Bakersfield. The surveys between Bakersfield and Los Angeles, 
made during the year ending June 30, 1873, have resulted in very 
great improvements over the lines run in previous years. I would, 
however, suggest that farther surveys be made, as the topogra- 
phy of the country is such that you cannot be sure that you have 
the best possible line until additional surveys have been made, 
and the results carefully compared. During the year, one hun- 
dred and fourteen and five-tenths (114.5) miles have been finally 
located. 
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About 750 miles of line have been run during the year, and 
some very imporant improvements made in location, and I would 
recommend that this work be carried on until sufficient surveys 
have been made to show that the line adopted for your road is 
the best one that can be found both as to grades and curves, and 
for developing the resources of the extended and fertile valleys 
through which it will pass ; and when that is done, your company 
will control one of the most valuable railroad franchises in the 
United States, as your road will pass through a coxmtry of unsur- 
l)assed fertility for a large portion of its line, and must for many 
years have the entire carrying trade for a vast area embracing 
southern and south-eastern California, Arizona, and northern 
Mexico, as any other road built from San Francisco to the south 
ern portion of the state would have to be built through the same 
passes that your road already occupies. 

Twenty-one and seven-tenths (21.7) miles from Tipton to De- 
lano, on the Tulare Division, were comjileted June 30, 1873. 

Forty-two and eight-tenths (42.8) miles were constructed on 
the Salinas Yalley line, making a total of sixty-four and five-tenths 
(64.5) miles constructed during the year. 

Fifty miles of the line from Tehachapa Pass to Fort Yuma on 
the Colorado Eiver have been finally located, commencing at the 
San Fernando Pass, thence via Los Angeles, and terminating twen- 
ty-nine miles from Los Angeles towards San Bernardino. Grad- 
ing has been commenced on this location preparatory to its com- 
pletion within the year. 

All of the railroad and telegraph line constructed during the 
year is first-class and fully equal to any first-class railroad in the 
country.

REPORT OF THE LAND AGENT. 



SouTHEKN Pacific Eailboad Company, 
Land Department, 
Sacramento, July 30, 1873. 

To the President and Directors of the Southern Fadfic B.B. Co. : 

Gentlemen — The route of the road in this state, on which 
the Land Department at Washington ordered the lands to be with- 
drawn, is nine hundred and thirty-two (932) miles long, extending 
fix>m San Jose, through the San Joaquin Valley and Tehachapa 
Pass, to the Colorado Eiver. The reservation of lands extends 
to the odd-numbered sections for thirty miles bn each side of the 
road, twenty miles of which are directly granted, if vacant, and? 
where not vacant, a sufBlcient amount is to be taken from the un- 
appropriated land between the twenty and thirty mile limits to 
make up the deficiency. 

I have obtained the records from the local land of&ces, which 
show that there are enough of vacant lands between the twenty 
and thirty mile limits from which to obtain indemnity for those 
that are settled upon, or reserved, within the twenty-mile limit or 
grant proper. Therefore, it is safe to state that the railroad 
company will receive, upon the completion of its road, the full 
amount of its land grant, or 11,929,600 acres. 

About one-third of this land is situated in the San Joaquin, 
Tulare^ and other fertile valleys in the southern part of the cen- 
tral portion of this state. Of these lands, only 62,267.09 acres 
have been contracted to be sold. 

Three thousand applications to purchase have been received 
and filed in this oflflce. Sales could be made daily on the applica- 
tions, but I have deemed it (in the absence of instructions) for 
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the best interest of the company to withhold land from sale un- 
til more of the road shall have been completed and patents re- 
ceived. At least fifteen hundred of the applicants have actually 
settled upon the lands of the company, and are improving and 
cultivating them, thus enhancing the value, not only of the lands 
occupied, but of those which are contiguous. The fact that nine- 
ty miles of the main trunk of the railroad and sixty miles of 
the Pajaro and Salinas branch of it have been constructed direct- 
ly through the grant, as well as the continued influx of population, 
is having the effect of increasing the average price of the farming 
land, of which the company has vast tracts in many of the most 
fertile valleys in the state, and those most noted for the excel- 
lence of their agricultural products. 

The company has built 90.26 miles of the road, which has 
been accepted by the government, viz. : 50.26 miles, commencing 
at San Jose, in Santa Clara County, the initial point, and run- 
ning south therefrom 5 and forty miles, commencing at Goshen, in 
Tulare County, and running south therefrom to a point within 1.2 
mile north of the town of Delano. 

Part of the lands between San Jos6 and the fiftieth 26-100 mile 
has been listed id the U. S. Land Of&ce, and is in process of being 
patented to the company. The Commissioner of the General Land 
Office is now having prepared a diagram of the definite limits of 
the grant along the line of the road between Goshen and Delano 
As soon as it shall be finished and official copies thereof received 
at the local land office, listings of the land will be immediately 
asked for, and the same forwarded to Washington for approval 
and patenting. 

When the patents shall be received, the lands will be imme- 
diately graded and prices fixed. After this, the lands will be ready 
for disposal, whenever the Board of Directors shall order the 
sales to commence.

THE LOS ANGELES DIVISION. 

As your board thought that it would be for the best interest 
of the company to build that portion of your road-from Los 
Angeles, via San Gorgonio, to Fort Yuma, on the Colorado 
river, to secure the trade of Aiizona and Sonora, before com- 
pleting the road from the Tulare Valley to Los Angeles, they 
have built 50 miles on that division during the past year. But 
as this division is not connected with that portion of the road 
running out from San Francisco, and as it can hardly be said, 
as yet, to have been fully opened for general business, the 
earnings have been light, and are not included in the pre- 
ceding statement. Since the 1st of April, 1874, the earnings 
and operating expenses on this division have boon as follows, 
viz. :

THE LAST ANNUAL REPORT. 

As the last annual report was not published until a late 
period, and but few copies circulated, the general statements 
in that repoii; in regard to the organization of the compam, 
the grants from the State of California and the United States, 
and the business prospects of the road, are repeated in this 
report. 
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ORGANIZATION. 



The present organization of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company was effected October 12, 1870, by the consolidation 
of the following companies, viz. : The San Francisco & San 
Jose Railroad Company, The Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, The Santa Clara & Pajaro Valley Raihoad Company, ^ 
and the California Southern Railroad Company, all of which 
had bee^ duly incorporated under the laws of the State of Cali- 
fornia, fey virtue of the consolidation, the new company suc- 
ceeded to all the rights, privileges and franchises of the com- 
panies above named. 

The object of the new corporation was to construct, equip, 
maintain and operate a line of railroad from the city of San 
Francisco to a point on the Colorado river, in the southeast- 
em portion of the State, a distance of say six hundred and 
twenty-nine miles, with a branch from Tehachapa pass to the 
Colorado river, at or near Fort Tuma, a distance of say three 
hundred and fifty-three, miles. 

GRANTS FROM THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA AND THE OPTY OF 

SAN FRANCISCO. 

Your company has received from the State of California a 
grant of thirty acres of land, situated in what is known as Mis- 
sion Bay, in the city of San Francisco, an equal amount having 
been granted to the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 

Since the last report the tracks have been extended down 
Fourth street to Louisiana street, and thence along the water- 
front on that street to Eldorado street. This extension will 
secure the object so long desired, the bringing together of ship 
and car, and will largely increase the earnings of the road. 

LAND GRANT OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. 

As before stated, the contract for building the road is such 
that it leaves to the company, unincumbered, all the lands 
granted by the Act of Congress, except the right of way 200 
feet wide through the public lands. 



The length of road upon which lands have been granted is, 
say, nine hundred and thirty-two miles. The grant embraces 
all unoccupied lands designated by odd-numbered sections for 
twenty miles on each side of the road ; and when any of these 
odd-numbered sections have been reserved or otherwise dis- 
posed of, the company has the right to select a sufficient amount 
from the unappropriated lands between the twenty and thirty 
mile limits to make up the deficiency. From examinations 
made in the local land offices, it has been ascertained that 
there is a sufficient amount of vacant land between the twenty 
and thirty mile limits from which to select, in place of land set- 
tled upon, or reserved within the boundaries of the grant 
proper. It is therefore safe to say that the company will re- 
ceive, upon the completion of the road, the full amount of land 
covered by the grant. The land agent of the company, after a 
careful examination and classification of the lands, places their 
value, at a low estimate, at $30,000,000 ; and it is with much 
satisfaction that you can contemplate the ownership of this 
immense property, especially when you consider that its value 
to yourselves and the country has nearly all been created by 
your own energy and perseverance. 

Tour board would recommend that the lands be sold to ac- 
tual settlers, at low rates, according to location and quality, as 
soon as arrangements for their sale can be completed, as it will 
be much more advantageous to the company to sell their lands 
at low prices, and have them brought under cultivation at once, 
than to hold them, even though much higher prices could be 
realized after a few years. 

The policy of the general government, in granting each alter- 
nate section of land to aid in the construction of railroad lines 
through those districts far removed from navigable waters, is 
fully justified by the rapid increase in the value of lands along 
the line of road so constructed. 

Before the Southern Pacific Railroad was built, land in some 
of the great valleys through which it runs was of very little 
value, and there was no market for it even at the minimum 
government price of $1.25 per acre ; while now, with the road 
in operation, it is being rapidly taken up at the price fixed 
by the government, which is twice that charged for lands 
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unaffected by these improvements, so that the government 
not only receives the same amount of money that it would 
have received if no gi*ant had been made to the railroad com- 
pany, but also has a market for its lands where there would 
have been none without the road. And this is not all ; the 
construction of a line of railroad, with all the necessary fixtures 
and buildings, adds largely to the amount of taxable property 
in every township through which it passes, and thus tends to 
lighten taxation on the people who settle along the line of the 
road. 

PROSPECTIVE BUSINESS OF THE ROAD. 

There are several considerations that have an important 
bearing upon the prospective business of your road, which de- 
mand special notice : 

First, — The construction of the railroad from Watsonville to 
Santa Cruz. This railroad will pass through the extensive red- 
wood forests, and will afford a vast tonnage for your road, as 
the timber will find a ready market in large quantities in the 
Salinas and other valleys along the line. A branch road is also 
nearly completed from your road to Monterey, which will give 
that town an all rail connection with San Francisco and bring 
the business over your road. 

Second. — The towns and villages through which the Southern 
Pacific Bailroad passes afford the most delightful as well as 
the most available suburban residence. San Jose, Santa Clara, 
Bedwood City, Menlo Park, Belmont, and other places equally 
well located, with a climate that is unsurpassed, with the intel- 
ligence and refinement of their citizens, and their educational 
and religious advantages, afford great inducement to all who 
are seeking quiet and delightful residences within easy access 
of the citv. Alreadv manv of the business men of San Iran- 
Cisco are finding a home beyond the city limits, and the steady 
and rapid increase of this suburban population guarantees to 
your road a large and profitable local business. 

Thinl.^'The discovery of extensive deposits of coal in close 
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proximity to the lino of your road, which can be easily reached 
as the road is extended. 

When we consider that coal from these deposits can be deliv- 
ered in San Francisco over the low grades of your road at the 
minmum cost for transportation, and when we consider also the 
limited supply of coal on the Pacific coast from other sources, 
together with the fact that the road can supply itself with cheap 
fuel, and secure a large increase in its business in the trans- 
portation of coal for domestic and manufacturing purposes, 
the importance of this interest cannot well be over-estimated. 

Fourth. — The general location of the Southern Pacific Kail- 
road is peculiarly favorable for developing and controlling a 
large and remunerative miscellaneous business, for it occupies 
almost the only passes through which a railroad extending 
from San Francisco to the Colorado river can be built, and 
must therefore command the entire business between San Fran- 
cisco and the southern portion of California, as well as North- 
ern Mexico and Arizona. At the Colorado river it will meet the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad, and when this connection is made, it 
will give your road a direct communication by rail with all the 
southern and southwestern portions of the United States, and 
the shortest line from San Francisco to New Orleans and the 
country bordering the Gulf of Mexico, over which you may 
look for much of the surplus grain from the southern half of 
California to pass on its way to the European market. 

Fifth, — The country tributary to your road embraces nearly 
one-third of the entire State of California, say 50,000 square 
miles. In traversing this largo extent of country the road 
passes through some of the finest valleys in California, such as 
the San Jose, Santa Clara, Pajaro, SuliDas, Tulare and the 
large and fertile valleys south of the Sierra Malre, in the 
counties of Los Angeles and San Bernardino. The soil in 
those valleys is exceedingly fertile, and produces all kinds of 
vegetables and grain of the temperate zones, and most of the 
fruits of the semi-tropical regions, such as oranges, lemons, 
limes, oUves, apricots, figs, etc., in great abundance. Recent 
experiments in the culture of tobacco, near Gilroy, where some 
four hundred acres were planted the past season, have shown 
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tliiit the soil in that part of the State is peculiarly adupted to 
that crop, the yisld per acre being from 1,500 to 2,0i)ii pouuds 
of a superior quality, equal to the best Havana, and from 2,500 
to 3,000 pounds per acre of the coarser varieties. Recent 
espeiiuients have also demonstrated that jute, ramie and 
cotton can he gi-own in great abundance along the line of 
your road, for which the producer will always find a ready sale 
aud remunerative prices, as these products will bear transpor- 
tation, and thus have access to the world's markets. 

Among the foot-hilla and on the slopes of the mountains are 
vast tracts of land abounding in wild oats and native grasses, 
wliich are very nutritious, and iifford pasturage tor sheep and 
cuttle throughout the entire year ; and the temperature is so 
mild, even in winter, that shelter is seldom required. Nearly 
all the laud in the foot-bills also produces the grape in great 
abundance, and much of it is considered the best vine-land in 
the world, us it never fails to yield a crop. There are also 
immense tracts of timber-land covered with red-wood, red- 
cedar, pine and other varieties, which will aflford an extensive 

lumber business for the road ; in short, the country traversed 
by and tributary to the Southern Pacific Bailroad has almost 

every variety of land adapted to every branch of agricnl- 

ture, with a mild itnd healthful climate, and is already attract- 
ing the attention of emigrants from f ■-■ ■ "■ ■ 

as from the Uiitions of Europe, and 

along the line of the road, and eT< 

structioii.

interests. 

The claim advanced is virtually this, in the case of railroads, 
that having been built and paid for by one company of men, 
they should be controlled by another who have no interest in 
them whatever, except as a means of transportation for them- 
selves and the products of their own industry. But owner- 
ship and control can no more be separated in the manage- 
ment of railroads than in the conduct of any other legiti- 
mate business. 

A sense of justice, as well as the necessities of the case, 
establish the principle that ownership and control must go 
together. Railroad companies must have passengers and 
freight to transport, or their investment will be unremunera- 
tive ; and the people along railroad lines must have easy and 
rapid transportation, or the products ot their industry would 
be of little value. And we hope and believe that the time will 
soon come when property in railroads properly managed will 
be as safe from excessive taxation, unfriendly legislation and 
enormous awards for damages to persons and property, as 
though owned by private individuals, for, in the end, excessive 
charges imposed upon the roads must be paid by those who 
use them. 

The companies that are employing their time, energy and 
capital in constructing, equipping and operating railroads, and 
the agriculturists and manufacturers, are naturally and of right 
should be allies and not antagonists. And this fact will be 
fully recognized and understood when the agrarian war-cry 
against corporate property has given place to more correct 
views of the relation between labor and capital. That portion 
of your road now completed and in operation is earning more 
than suflScient to pay the interest on its bonded debt, and is 
increasing in value from month to month. Still, your board 
would recommend that the company go forward with the work 
of construction with great caution, practicing the most rigid 
economy in operating the completed portion of your road, 
acquiring all necessary grounds for depots, sidings, machine- 
shops and other necessary purposes, and thereby strengthening 
the credit of the company so as to give its securities a high 
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standing in the great financial centres from which the capital 
necessary for the completion of the road must be drawn ; and 
then, when the time comes, as it surely will, that capital in- 
vested in good raih'oad securities will be considered safe, this 
great work can be carried rapidly forward to completion. 

In conclusion, your president and board of directors would 
express their acknowledgments to all the officers and em- 
ployes of the company for their faithfulness and efficiency in 
the performance of their respective duties.

Sir, — I have tlie lienor to submit the following report of the 
operations of the Engineering Department for the year ending 
June 30tb, 1874. 

The labors of this department have been engaged princi- 
pally in construction, as follows : 

As stated in my last annual report to your company, fifty 
miles had been located, and grading commenced on the line 
from Tehachipi to Camp Yuma, via Los Angeles. 

This section of fifty miles of railroad begins at San Fernando 
Pass, thence, via Los Angeles, to and terminating near Spadra, 
about 29 miles from Los Angeles, and in the direction of San 
Bernardino, all of which was completed on the 21st day of 
January, 1874. 

A section of twenty miles has been completed, commencing 
at the end of the (4th) fourth section, near Delano, and end- 
ing southerly twenty miles therefrom, near Lerdo, all of which 
was completed on the 13th day of June, 1874 — Making a total 
distance of seventy (70) miles of railroad and telegraph line 
constructed and equipped during the fiscal year. 

There has also been constructed and completed during the 
year a branch line, commencing at Florence Station, on the 
line of the Los Angeles & San Pedro Eailroad, seven miles of 
railroad and telegraph line ending at Nietos — this latter point 
being in the route from Los Angeles to Anaheim. 

This line has also been constructed in a first-class manner. 

One hundred miles of experimental lines have been run in 
revising former surveys and in explorations.

year, the dews and fogs from the ocean furnishing sufficient 
moisture for that purpose. 

IRRIGATION. 

Where the climate and soil are dry, farmers and agricul- 
turists resort to irrigation as a means of procuring an adequate 
supply of moisture for their growing crops. The rivers and 
streams are diverted from their natural beds and led in canals 
and water-courses, fi-equently for long distances, and dis- 
tributed through small ditches over the land. There are a 
great number of irrigating canals and ditches in the southern 
part of San Joaquin valley, in the counties of Kern and Tulare, 
and also in Fresno and Merced. Capitalists have commenced 
and are now engaged in perfecting a system of irrigation for 
this region on a very large scale. Wherever streams are not 
abundant and the prospects are favorable, artesian wells have 
been bored, in various cases with favorable results. 

CHARACTER OF LANDS. 

There is almost every variety of soil and climate to include 
all the products of the northern temperate zone with those of 
a semi-tropical character. Along the water-courses extend 
broad bottoms of exceedingly rich soil, upon which the crops 
hardly ever fail, either from excess of rain or drouth. Many 
of these bottoms, as well as portions of the plains lying bet- 
ween them, are covered with scattered oaks of a large size, 
and present the appearance of a nicely arranged park. In 
the neighborhood of Tulare Lake vast herds of swine are 
raised and kept on the low lands. They are branded and 
turned loose like cattle. Large sums of money have been 
realized from this business. Where the soil is light and sandy, 
wheat and other kinds of cereals, as also many kinds of vege- 
tables, are cultivated. The means for irrigation necessaiy for 
such soil are, in many localities, never-failing and ample. 

There are on the plains, foot-hills and in the mountains, a 
great number of sheep pastures and cattle ranges, abounding 
with wild oats and other kinds of native grasses. The tem- 
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perature is so mild and equable in winter that shelter is hardly 
ever required. The grasses commence growing immediately 
after the first fall of rain in autumn, so that generally through 
the winter months there is an abundance of green feed. Sheep 
bring forth lambs in the month of February, and are shorn 
twice a year. Here are some of the largest flocks in the State, 
and cattle in innumerable herds have roamed over the hills 
and plains for years. 

There are also timber lands, covered with redwood or red 
cedar, pine, oak, and other trees, which must, in consequence 
of the increasing scarcity of timber, become very valuable in 
a few years. 

In fine there are all kinds of land for farming, grazing, or 
fruit culture, from which to choose, mountain, plain, hill, valley, 
upland, lowland, meadow and garden, in a portion of the State 
which must become of the highest importance in a short time, 
and in the very centre of commerce, where facilities for travel 
and for transportation in all directions will abound ; where the 
climate, although in a northern latitude, is as mild and balmy 
as that of the tropics ; where roses bloom in the open air 
through all seasons, and where there is easy access not only to 
the seaside but to some of the grandest mountain scenery in 
the world. 

PRODUCTIONS. 

These lands produce wheat, barley, oats, Indian corn or 
maize, hay in every variety, hops, flax, cotton, silk, ramie plant, 
tobacco, castor beans, etc., besides fruits, nuts and vegetables 
in great profusion, and of fine quality. 

WHEAT, BAIILEY, OATS, ALFALFA, ETC. 

The wheat fields of the San Joaquin valley are ])robably the 
finest in the world, and the largest. Fields of 1,000 to 5,000 
acres are not uncommon, while there are some that contain 
from 20,000 to 30,000 acres. In fact, a person can, at the 
.proper season, ride on the trains of the San Joaquin Valley 
Baihoad for 100 miles through one continuous wheat field. 
There are but few fences in the whole tract, the law making the 
owners of live stock liable for the damages resulting from tres- 
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pass upon t!ie land. The weevil is unknown. Of course where 
wheat can be grown, barley, oats and other grain can be pro- 
duced with the same it' not greater facility. It often happens 
that a farmer can, from the profits of a single crop, pay for his 
land and realize a handsome sum in addition. Fifty or sixty 
bushels to the acre is yielded on some lands. Not only can 
wheat and all the cereals be raised on these lands, but also 
nearly all the vegetables necessary for table use, including 
melons, potatoes, beans, peas, etc., etc. On the low or alluvial 
bottoms, two crops are sometimes taken from the same land in 
one year. First, a crop of wheat, barley, or oats, and after- 
wards a crop of maize or Indian corn. The bottom hinds, 
and also the uplands, where facilities for irrigation exist, are 
sown to alfalfa or Chili clover, in conjunction with barley. The 
barley is cut and the alfalfa remains, and is used for hay and 
for pasturage. Alfalfa is a species of lucern of exceeding great 
productiveness and nutritive qualities. It is cut three, four 
and five times in the year, yielding from one to one and a-half 
tons per acre at each cutting, while in the winter time it fur- 
nishes the best of pasturage. It is calculated that one acre 
of alfalfa, well seeded, will produce more pasturage in a year 
than ten acres of the same quality of land will in native 
grasses. Good dairymen say that cows taken from the ordi- 
nary native grasses and pastured on fields of Chili clover 
(alfalfa), will increase in the pioduet of milk and butter or 
cheese from sixty to seventy per cent. 

COTTON. 

The prospect for cotton growing improves year by year. It 
has been tried this year on a scale of sufficient magni- 
tude in the counties of Merced, Fresno and Kern, and with 
such marked success, and with such certainty of large yield 
and great profit, that it may with safety be classed among the 
most valuable of the agricultural staples of C'alifornia. 

One thousand acres have, perhaps, been cultivated during 
this year (187'2) — say 650 acres in Merced, 250 in Kern, and 50 
acres on Kings river, in Fresno. In the Southern States 25 
bolls to each stalk is said to be about an average yield ; but in 
California the yield is 100 per cent, greater, and the plants ex-

bibited in San Francisco and elsewhere contain from 75 to 100 
bolls, and in exceptional cases no less than 400 have been 
counted on each plant. The yield seems to be about 350 to 
400 pounds per acre of lint cotton. Samples of California 
cotton were sent to New York, Memphis, and Mobile, and 
favorably reported upon. That sent to Mobile was pronounced 
superior to any grown in Alabama, except that of Sea Island, 
while the sample sent to Memphis was classed by the Board of 
Brokers as equal to the best middling upland of the State, and 
the staple was finer. The California cotton has a fine lustre, extra 
Icmg staple, and it is thought will bring two cents per pound 
more than any other cotton sent to Liverpool. Cotton can be 
raised here at one-third less cost than at the South. In 
Merced and Fresno counties the best time for planting is 
thought to be early in April, and wherever Indian corn 
or maize will grow to advantage, there cotton can be 
raised. It is confidently believed that within a very few years 
cotton will be at least the third great staple of California. The 
cost of making and marketing a crop is calculated by competent 
judges at about $28, and the net profit at about $45 per acre. 
In the southern part of Kern county, also in Tulare and Fresno 
counties, are large quantities of land suitable for the culture of 
cotton. 

The Cahfornia Cotton Growers' and Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion has been making extensive experiments in cotton growing 
near Bakersfield this season, which have resulted so success- 
fully that, being fully assured of the piofits to be realized, it is 
now preparing to carry on the business on a large scale, and, 
as a commencement, will plant next year from 1,000 to 1,500 
acres in cotton. 

GRAPES, RAISINS, WINE AND BRANDY. 

Grapes can be grown on all these lands to a point where the 
altitude would be, say, 3,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
The Franciscan monks, some fifty or one hundred years ago, 
planted vineyards in the southern part of California, the yield 
from which kept on increasing every year, and to-day the 
amount of grapes taken from them would seem incredible. 
( )ne grape vine, planted forty-three years ago, three miles east 
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of the town of Santa Barbara, on the sea coast, measures 
nearly twelve inches in diameter at four feet from the ground ; 
at two feet higher the stem is divided and its branches are 
supported by a rude trellis work, forming a splendid bower, 
which covers an area of 10,000 square feet. It annually pro- 
duces about 1*2,000 pounds of graces. The bunches weigh six 
or seven pounds each, and are from fifteen to eighteen inches 
long. Irrigation is employed very sparingly. 

The grapes produced thus far, in the region under consider- 
ation, are suitable for the production of wine or brandy. Con- 
tinual sunshine makes them very sweet, and in the process of 
fermentation the sugar is converted into alcohol in such quan- 
tity as to make the percentage of brandy very great. Near 
Visalia the raisin grape is, to a limited extent, cultivated with 
great success, and raisins, rivaling in flavor those of Malaga, 
and of larger size, have been made. A most profitable branch 
of industry, requiring but small capital or skill, could be built 
up in growing and curing raisins. 

The most luscious and finest flavored table grapes in the 
whole world can be produced cheaply, and in quantities only 
limited by the desires or means of the cultivator. Blight and 
mildew are unknown. 

The ancient proverb which says that " gold springs up where 
the root of the vine descends" is amply verified in California, 
for those who have vineyards possess generally comfortable 
homes, while many of them are v^ealthy. This arises from the 
fact that the market for wine and brandy is neither local nor 
restricted. They can be sold in all parts of the world, and it 
will soon be demonstrated that money can be made by manu- 
facturing wme at twenty cents a gallon. The net profit on an 
acre of grapes is calculated at $50 each year. 

ORANGES, LEMONS, LIMES AND CITRONS. 

The orange tree lives in the open air in the valleys in the 
interior of California, where the thermometer does not fall 
below 22^, and in many of them, and in the foot-hills, thrives 
with as much luxuriance and productiveness as it does in its 
native climate and soil. In the region surrounding Los An- 
geles the orange tree is cultivated with great profit. There 
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are some fine orange trees in many places in the middle portion 
of the State. There is an orange tree with good and abund- 
ant fruit at Bidwell's Bar, in Butte county ; also one at Fol- 
som, in Sacramento county. There are trees in Marysville, 
Sacramento and Stockton, which, planted for ornament, have 
borne continuously for years oranges of excellent quality and 
good flavor, and in large quantities. Doubtless there are many 
localities north of Santa Barbara and Los Angeles where they 
can be cultivated to advantage. Orange trees are planted 
about sixty to the acre, and at the age of ten to fifteen years 
bear most astonishingly. In an orange grove of 2,000 trees, 
near Los Angeles, the annual crop averages 1,500 oranges to 
each tree, some of the trees producing as many as 4,000 each. 
The labor of one man is suflBcient to keep twenty acres in 
perfect order, and as oranges sell in San Francisco at from $15 
to $35 per thousand, some idea may be formed of the great 
profit of this business. They can be sent by rail to the Atlan- 
tic States in six days. 

All that has been said about the orange will apply to the 
culture of the lemon, lime and citron. Lemons are sold for 
about $30 per thousand in the San Francisco market. The 
importation of them from Sicily and other foreign countries is 
now, in a great measure, stopped by the home production. In 
1871 there were received in San Francisco from southern 
California, 4,500,000 oranges and 500,000 lemons. 

.VLMONDS, OLIVES, WALNUTS AND FIGS. 

The almond tree will also grow and yield abundantly in 
various localities on these lands. It bears safely at Santa 
Barbara and further north, and it is thought would do admir- 
ably in San Joaquin, Tulare and Kern river valleys. It needs 
thorough cultivation and in most places irrigation. About 100 
trees are usually planted to the acre. At four years each tree 
in the orchard would average a yield equal to a dollar ; at six 
years, two dollars, while at eight years the profit is calculated 
at about $400 per acre. The whole world furnishes a market 
for the sale of almonds. 

The olive tree will also grow here. It is increased entirely 
from cuttings. Sixty trees are planted to the acre. The cul- 
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ture is very simple, consisting only of keeping the soil loose 
and free from weeds. When the trees are about ten years old 
they produce from twenty to thirty gallons of oKve oil to the 
acre ; and some trees, near San Diego, planted seventy years 
ago, are said to yield 120 gallons each. The profit of a tree 
in full bearing is estimated by culturists at about eight 
dollars. 

The English walnut is another tree which can be successfully 
grown on these lands, the cultivation of which is very remuner- 
ative. Thirty trees are set to the acre. When at maturity, 
each tree bears from 100 to 150 pounds of nuts. 

Besides these there can be raised figs, pomegranates, the' 
cactus pear, also pears, apples, quinces, peaches, apricots, 
plums, curJ^ants, etc., in the most infinite variety. 

HOW LANDS ARE SOLD. 

The price fixed by the Company for the best class of agri- 
cultural, wheat, orchard, dairy and vineyard lands, is from 
$2.50 upwards per acre, according to quality and location ; oak 
wood land $5.00 per acre, and first-class pine timber land, 

• 

$10.00 per acre. With a desire on the part of the Company 
to dispose of its lands to men who will cultivate the soil, it 
sells its agricultural lands on a credit of five years if desired, 
the purchaser paying at the time of the purchase twenty per 
cent, of the principal, and the remainder bearing interest at 
ten per cent, per annum. Oak and pine lands are required to 
be paid for at the time of purchase. At the Land Office of the 
Company in Sacramento are maps showing the route of the 
road, the counties through which it passes, the rivers and 
streams that flow through the land, and the United States 
surveys designating the lands granted to the Company and 
those retained by the Government ; also the towns, villages 
and settlements within the railroad grant. A person desiring 
to purchase is directed to points near the line of the road, 
where he can examine the kind of land desired. After select- 
ing the land, if he wishes to pay for it in full at the time of pur- 
chase he can do so, and takes a fee simple deed under the 
United States patent. A purchaser from the Company can 
buy any quantity of laud, or as many sections as he may de- 
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sire, but, as has been explained, each odd section being sur- 
rounded by four even numbered sections, which are retained 
by Government for settlers, no compact body of land can be 
sold of greater extent than one section of 640 acres. Supposing, 
the purchaser desires to buy a quarter section — a tract of half 
a mile square, containing 160 acres — and that he wishes this 
land on the credit allowed by the Company ; KiO acres, say at 
$2.50 per acre, would be $400 ; twenty per cent, of $400 is $80; 
he would pay this $80 to the Company, leaving $320 due ; on 
this he would pay interest at ten per cent., or $32 per year for 
five years, payable yearly in advance. At the time of making 
the payment of $80 and the first year's interest, he would re- 
ceive a contract for a deed from the Company, signed in dupli- 
cate by him and the officers of the Company, in which he 
would agree to pay the yearly interest and the balance due at 
the end of five years, and the Company agreeing on its part to 
give him a fee simple deed when the balance was paid. At 
any time the purchaser desires, he is allowed to pay the balance 
due and take his deed, thus stopping the payment of interest ; 
the Company will not, however, receive it in installments. Prac- 
tically but few persons avail themselves of the five years' 
credit, although purchases are frequently made on credit, yet 
in most instances by the second or third year they are enabled, 
from the sale of their crops, to pay the remainder due and re- 
ceive their final deeds. 

POLICY OF THE COMPANY IN THE SALE OF ITS LANDS. 

The policy of the Company is, and has always been, to sell its 
lands at low prices and upon easy terms of payment. Its direc- 
tors believe its best interests are promoted by selling its lands 
near the line of the road to men who will personally cultivate 
the soil and who will own the land they cultiivate. Any man 
coming to California, who can and will labor, may be certain 
of employment, and if he so desires, he can, with the proceeds 
of seven months' labor, become the owner ot eighty acres of 
the finest wheat land in the world, in a climate that for salubrity 
has no equal ; in a State where all children are educated in 
free schools at the public expense, and where slavery never 
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had existence ; among a people who honor labor, and whose 
laws give ample protection to life and property. 

CONCLUSION. 

The southern and southeastern portions of California, 
through which the Southern Pacific Railroad and its branches 
are being rapidly extended, will within a few years be in 
direct communication with San Francisco, the great com- 
mercial metropolis of the Pacific coast, and with the whole 
railroad system of California. Lands, therefore, anywhere 
within this section must, outside of their intrinsic worth in 
conseqence of situation, increase very rapidly in vahie. But 
independent of situation, the general excellent quality of the 
soil, its great productiveness, its adaptability in many places 
to almost every species of agricultural production, together 
with the mildness of the climate, the bright skies and the 
equability of temperature which prevails over the greater part 
of its extent render it a very desirable section for tb.e immigrant 
or settler who wishes to make a happy home in a place where 
all the comforts and most of the luxuries of life can be had 
with but little trouble, and where industrv and thrift will be 
sure to meet with an abundant reward, and when these facts 
become generally known, the lands of the Company must be 
rapidly taken up.

The Board of Directors herewith submit the reports of 
subordinate oJflScers, which give the operations of the road 
for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1875, and the financial 
condition of the Company at that date. 

Since the last report, the Company has been re-organized 
and consolidated with the Los Angeles and San Pedro Bail- 
road Company, under the name of the " Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company,'* December 18th, 1874. 

CAPITAL STOCK. 

The capital stock of the new Corporation author- 
ized is $90,000,000 

The amount of capital stock subscribed is 23,770,330 

The amount of capital stock paid in is 22,412,200 

PROGRESS OP CONSTRUCTION. 

Since the last report, the Western Development Company, 
which has the contract for building the road, has completed 
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sixty-four and one-half miles of road (up to August 8, 1875,) 
and which is now being operated by the Company, as 
follows : 

Prom Lerdo to Caliente 36 miles. 

" Spadra to Colton 28J " 



64J miles. 

Since August 8th, and up to the present writing, 
(October 1st,) the track has been laid from Colton to a point 
seven and one-half miles southerly and beyond San Gor- 
gonio Pass, and twenty-nine miles beyond Colton. The 
grading is completed to a point 35 miles beyond San Gor- 
gonio, and upon the arrival of rails via Cape Horn, now 
overdue, tracklaying will be resumed, and also the grading 
(which has been temporarily suspended), and the track will 
be pushed forward to the Colorado River — which can be 
reached by March next, if the Company shall so decide. 

TEHACHAPI PASS. 

In the meantime, the Western Development Company 
has been pushing the work of grading your road in the 
Tehachapi Pass —through the " Sierra Nevada'' Mountains 
— with great energy. They have now employed twenty- 
nine hundred and sixty Chinese laborers, besides many 
hundred white as foremen, teamsters, carpenters, masons, 
and at other occupations, upon forty-three miles of heavy 
work in this pass. They have also fifteen hundred men 
employed upon the San Fernando Tunnel, which is pro- 
ceeding rapidly to completion. 

All this work is under the general superintendence of Mr. 
J. B. Harris, assisted by Mr. Arthur Brown as superinten- 
dent of bridges and tunnel lining. Mr. Harris reports that 
this work will be advanced so as to permit the commence- 
ment of track-laying at Caliente about March 1st, and con- 
tinue on until the connection is made at San Fernando 
about July 1st next.

One (1) baggage car 
has been repainted, and four (4) have been varnished. 
Fifty-two (52) freight cars have been repainted. Twenty- 
nine (29) have had new roofs, and one (1) has been re-built. 

All of the Car stock is in good repair.

At San Jose, 112 feet of new trestle-work, covered with 
planking, has been built.

BUILDINGS AND WATER-TANKS. 

A Kouiid-House with six (6) stalls, and a Lathe-Room, 
76 X 16 feet, has been erected at the Machine Shops ; and a 
small building for the accommodation of passengers has 
been placed at Valencia street, San Francisco. 

At Soledad, an addition of 32 x 26 has been made to the 
Freight House, necessitated by increased business. A 
Baggage room, 27 x 24, has been built at San Jose ; and a 
small building, for freight purposes, at Menlo Park. A 
new Turn-Table has been put in place at Baden. 

The Passenger Depot, at Gilroy, has been rebuilt, and 
platforms lowered. Four new Freight Platforms have been 
built. Four Passenger Platforms have been lowered to the 
rail. 

All buildings on the line are in excellent repair. 

Total cost of this work, $7376.83. 

TRACK. 

The Track has been well kept up during the year, and is 
now in good condition. There has been 74,568 feet of new 
rail, 44,187 feet of worn rail, and 5040 new ties placed in 
main track. 

15,260 feet of old rail, 1732 new, and 945 old ties used in 
the extension of side tracks. 

11,543 yards of ballast has been distributed on the road. 

The amount charged to repairs of track, for the year, was 
$80,729.20. 
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REPAIRS OF FENCES. 

82 miles of fence has been rebuilt, and 52 new crossing 
gates put in place, at a cost of $3,454.44. 

MATTERS IN GENERAL. 

During the year, thirty-six (36) ships have been loaded 
at the Company's wharf, in Mission Bay, with 29,394 tons 
of grain, destined to foreign ports. 

The completion of the Santa Cruz and Watsonville 
Narrow-Gauge Railway, which is promised by November 
1st, 1875, will give Aptos and Santa Oruz an all rail connec- 
tion with San Francisco ; and it may fairlj^ be estimated 
that the travel to and from these sea-side resorts, now 
rapidly growing in public favor, will be increased fully one- 
half during the coming season ; while the added fcicilities 
for supplying points on this road with timber and lumber 
from the vast forests of redwood near Santa Cruz will 
greatly increase the tonnage for the coming year. 

Additional Passenger train service has been performed as 
follows : 

A train each way, daily, between Tres Piuos and San 
Jose, connecting with the morning and evening San Fran- 
cisco trains. 

An accommodation train, making three round trips, daily, 
between San Francisco and San Mateo. 

Throughout the year, our passenger and freight trains 
have been moved with regularity and dispatch, and with 
entire freedom from accident.

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The iirst three lighters named in the above list were 
built and equipped at Wilmington during the past year, at a 
cost of $11,600.00. The steamboats, lighters and small 
boats are all kept in thorough repair, and are provided with 
every needed facility to fit them for safety and efficient 
service. 

EXTENSION OF TRACK. 

During the past year, the track on the Anaheim Branch 
has been extended from Downey Station to Anaheim, a dis- 
tance of 14 miles, and all needed Depots, Side Tracks, and 
other facilities for the proper management of business, have 
been constructed. This Branch has an active competitor in 
the Anaheim Landing ; but the business of the Eoad is 
steadily increasing, and I think will, in the course of another 
year, command so great a part of the business as to render 
the Landing unremunerative to its stockholders. 

The work of grading and tracklaying on the second sub- 
division of the Los Angeles Branch of the Southern Pacific 
is being pushed with energy, and the road was opened 
for traffic to Colton (a station 3| miles distant from San 
Bernardino) on the 26th of July. 

LENGTH OF TRACK. 

The following is a statement of the length of the several 
branches of road in this division, June 30th, 1875 : 

From San Fernando to Spadra 50 miles. 

" Los Angeles to Wilmington 21 " 

" Florence to Anaheim 20J " 

AVHARF. 

The wharf at Wilmington has been improved during the 
past year by a substantial addition 908 feet long by 78 feet 
wide, on which has been erected a new freight house 32 by 
294 feet. The wharf is supplied with sufficient tracks, three 
hoisting engines, (one of which was received during the 
year,) derricks, and all other required facilities. Old build- 
ings have been moved into better position, and others have 
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I trust the business of the past has been satisfactory to 
your Company, and it gives me pleasure to say that notwith- 
standipg the competition that is building up between this 
city and the sea, the outlook for your interest in this sec- 
tion is most encouraging. 

The beautiful and fertile valleys of Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino, are rapidly filling up with a desirable class of 
emigrants, whose industry, enterprise and capital, will be 
exerted to a better development of this fair land. 

I may state, with propriety, that while the Los Angeles 
and Independence Railroad Co. is receiving great encourage- 
ment at the hands of the people of this county, it does not 
arise from any general feeling of hostility to your Company, 
but from a belief that competition will tend to advance the 
material interests of both city and county. 

Permit me to say, in conclusion, that for whatever success 
I may have achieved in the management of this Division, I 
am chiefly indebted to yourself and other superior oflicers 
for their undeviating support and confidence, and to the 
cheerful and earnest co-operation of the oflicers and men 
in my department.

The following Report will show the operations 
and condition of the Land Department of the Southern 
Pacific R. R. Company, from the commencement of the 
same up to the present time, viz. :

The policy of the Company has beeu to sell its fermiug 
lauds at low prices and ou easy terms of payment to actual 
settlers, believing the best interests of the Company are 
promoted by selling in limited quantities to those who will 
cultivate the soil, and who will own the land they cultivate. 
By this means, an industrious agricultural population is in- 
vited, whose improvements and the product of whose labor 
tend to enhance the value of the unsold lands. 

The Company has built of the main lines of its road, (the 
lines to which the lands are granted) 246^ miles, — 160^ miles 
of these have been accepted by the Government, viz: — 50* 
miles commencing at San Jose, in Santa Clara County, the 
initial point, and running south therefrom: — 60 miles com- 
mencing at Goshen, in Tulare County, and running South 
therefrom: — and 50 miles commencing at San Fernando, in 
Los Angeles County, and running Southeast therefrom. 

Patents have been received from the United States tor 
400,413*2 acres, almost all in the Counties of Santa Clara 
and Tulare. In a short time there will be sent for patenting 
to the U. S. Land office, in Washington, a listing for 12,000 
additional acres in Santa Clara County and the northern 
part of Monterey County, and also a listing for 250,000 acres 
in the nortljern part of Kern County. Within two or three 
months from this time, lists will be made of the railroad 
lands in Los Angeles County, and patents applied for. The 
patented lands are almost all graded and for sale now. As 
soon as the patents for the other lands shall be received, the 
various tracts will be examined, prices will be fixed, and 
they will be ottered tor sale. 

Sales of lands commenced practically on April 1st, 1875, 
and have been confined, thus tar, to the County of Tulare. 
All the lands that have been sold were purchased for gold 
coin, and a very large part of them on credit of five years, 
a [►aynient of twenty [)er cent, being made at the time of 
purchase, the remainder to be paid at the end of the term, 
with annual interest, in advance, at ten per cent, on all sums 
remaining due. 

There were 178 purchasers. The average quantity bought 
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by each individual, 326^ acres, and the average price $3.81 
per acre.

In addition to the amounts received, as above, there were 
also collected and paid to the Treasurer, on account of first 
year's interest on the part of the purchase money remaining 
unpaid, $15,067.80. 

The Company has in Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
Counties, in the mountains of San Gabriel, San Jacinto and 
San Bernardino, some comparatively large tracts of timber 
and wood lands. They are very valuable on account ot the 
scarcity of wood and timber in that region. 

It has also, within its grant, in the mountains of Tulare 
and Kern Counties, very extensive tracts of timber lands, 
containing large quantities of the finest sugar and yellow 
pine, suitable for building purposes, as well as other kinds 
of timber and wood for fencing, fiuming and fuel. There is 
not much demand for these lands now, for tlie reason that 
the population in the Counties named is sparse, and also be- 
cause at present the timber cannot be easily reached with- 
out considerable preliminary expense. This, however, will 
soon be remedied, and the lands will become exceedingly 
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valuable. In close proximity to them lie the San Joaquin 
and Tulare Valleys, a vast expanse of territory, almost en- 
tirely destitute of timber or trees. Wealthy persons who 
own large tracts of land in these valleys, have completed or 
are now perfecting systems of irrigation on a very large 
scale, with the view of bringing their lands into market. 
The goodness of the soil, which yields abundantly when 
watered, has induced a great many pei'sons to settle there. 
The energetic steps taken and the liberal measures adopted 
to attract settlers to these lands will have the effect, in a 
short time, of bringing them into notice and largely increas- 
ing the population on them. Timber and fuel will be re- 
quired in great quantity and these can be cheaply procured 
only from the mountains on either side of the valleys. By 
means of V flumes, a comparatively recent California in- 
vention, logs, timber and wood, in quantity only limited by 
the supply, are brought expeditiously and at at merely nom- 
inal cost into the valleys and plains, sometimes a distance 
of forty miles or more, from places in the mountains appar- 
ently inaccessible, and this too without the necessity of 
building any expensive roads. In consequence of this and 
the great and increasing immigration, I am entirely confi- 
dent that these timber lands will in a short time be eagerly 
sought after by persons desirous of buying them, and they 
can be sold easily at high prices. 

Coal of fair quality and supposed to be in large deposits, 
has been found on the Company's lands in Monterey County 
not far from the line of road. 

Carefully compiled statistics show that there has been, 
within the past year, an increase of 60,000 persons to the 
permanent population of California from immigration. The 
salubrity of the climate and the unexampled facilities for 
grazing and for engaging in remunerative farming, and in the 
profitable culture of sub-tropical and semi-tropical fruits, in- 
cluding grapes, almonds, walnuts, figs, oranges, bananas, 
olives, lemons, dates, pine-apples, &c., have lately attracted a 
vast number of immigrants to the southern part of this State 
and a great demand for land has been created in consequence. 
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Large quantities have been entered by pre-emption and 
homestead, at the Government price, in the U. S. Land 
Offices, while numerous small tracts have been bought 
at private sale, at prices ranging from $10 to $150 per acre. 
It is computed that the immigration for the next year will 
reach 65,000 or 70,000 persons. 

The attention of the whole population in Southern Cali- 
fornia is directed to the question of irrigation. Active oper- 
ations are now in progress by capitalists and companies com- 
posed of farmers and landowners, to utilize for that purpose 
many of the larger streams. Large ditches are finished and 
some in course of construction in Fresno, Tulare and Kern 
Counties. Extensive tracts, which heretofore have been 
deemed valuable only for 8hee[) and cattle grazing during 
the spring months, are now, by irrigation, brought into full 
and perfect cultivation, producing large and highly remun- 
erative crops and enhancing the value of the land twenty 
fold. What* has been said of these counties may also be 
said of almost all the Southern Counties, more particularly 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino, where some of the most 
extensive and comprehensive systems of irrigation in the 
State are now in operation, or in course of successful de- 
velopment. The results, even on "desert lands," are as- 
tonishing. These, which until some few years since, were 
considered utterly and entirely valueless, have been found 
to be, when well watered, extremely productive. Alfalfa 
and other nutritious grasses, as well as vegetables and grain 
in great abundance, have been produced from them. 

Stock raisers and farmers are engaging extensively in 
growing Alfalfa (Chili clover), a species of lucern of exceed- 
ing great productiveness and nutritious qualities. As food 
for horses, cattle, sheep, &c., it cannot be surpassed, and it 
may be classed as one of the most valuable products in the 
State. It can be grown on moist bottom land, or with the 
aid of irrigation on upland, or on " desert land." The yield 
is enormous. It is cut from three to five times each year, 
giving on upland, with but two irrigations, from eight to 
ten tons per acre, while on bottom land along the water 
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courses, the yield is even greater, and no irrigation is ne- 
cessary. Once planted it grows forever. One acre of 
Alfalfa will sustain 25 sheep. 

The Company has in all the southern Counties through 
which its road passes, large tracts of land capable of pro- 
ducing Alfalfa, and here are the elements of great wealth, 
not only for the Company, but for the settler — soil, climate, 
water, alfalfa, sheep and cattle. 

It requires no prophet to predict the future of California. 
Possessing, as she does, resources unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the world for abundance, variety and material value, 
and capable of sustaining a population of fifty millions, her 
future must be great and glorious. With the great activity 
which now prevails in the building and rapid extension of 
railroad lines within her boundaries; with the decided im- 
provements in the character of her industry; with the great 
opportunities and facilities which she affords and offers to 
those who seek profitable investment for capital, or to those 
who, without means, endeavor properly to secure a good 
start in life; with the attention which she has attracted 
from all parts of the world, in consequence of her varied 
and valuable products, and with the immense natural ad- 
vantages which she has in climate, soil and situation, her 
growth must be constant, and her rapid increase in popula- 
tion, commerce, wealth and importance cannot be tar distant.

To THE President and Directors 

OF THE Southern Pacific Kailroad : 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of the Engineer Department for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1875. 

The construction has progressed as follows : 

Fifty miles have been graded from Spadra to the summit of 
the San Gorgonio Pass, on the line from Tehachapi Junction 
to Fort Yuma, via Los Angeles. The iron has been laid 
from Spadra to Colton, twenty-eight and a half miles, and 
the balance of the fifty miles will* be laid promptly. 

A contract has been entered into to grade fifty miles 
from the summit of San Gorgonio Pass to near Dos Palms. 
Thirty-five miles of this distance have been graded, ready 
for the ties and iron. The balance of the grading will 
be completed in a short time, and the iron promptly laid 
thereon. This will bring the end of your road within one 
hundred miles of the Colorado River. 

A section of twenty miles has been completed between 
San Francisco and Tehachapi Junction, commencing at the 
end of the fifth section, near Lerdo, and ending southerly 
twenty miles therefrom, near Sumner. This section was 
put in operation November 8th, 1874 ; in connection with 
this last section, a farther distance of sixteen miles has 
been completed to Caliente, and brought into operation in 
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May, 1875, making a total of sixty-four and a half miles 
of railroad and telegraph line constructed during the fiscal 
year ending June 30th, 1875, all of which is first-class. 

There has been two hundred and twenty-five miles new 
lines run during the year.

Steel rails have been laid upon all the road con- 
structed since 1875, and the iron upon other portions is being 
replaced by steel rails as fast as its removal becomes neces- 
sary. The rolling stock, buildings, etc., are being kept in a 
good state of repair.

CONNECTING ROADS. 

Our present connections are: at San Jose, with the Central 
Pacific Railroad; at Pajaro, with the Santa Cruz and Wat- 
son ville Railroad; at Salinas, with the Salinas and Monterey 
Railroad; at Goshen, with the San Joaquin Valley Branch of 
the Central Pacific; and at Los Angeles, with the Los Angeles 
and San Diego and the Los Angeles and Independence Rail- 
roads; all of wliieh will become valuable feedei"s in the 
futiu'e operations of this road. 

PROSPECTIVE BUSINESS. 

The prospects for a large and remunerative business in 
the near future are most promising. 

The extension of the road into Arizona will develop an 
extensive business with that rich mining territory, and com- 
mand the entire business of Northern Mexico and adjacent 
country; and with its Eastern connections will give direct 
comnnmication with all the Southern and South-western 
portions of the United States. 
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While a large local business is already secured to the 
Northern section of the road, but a comparatively short time 
will be required to develop the resources of the Southerly 
sections with the facilities now offered. The road traverses 
a large extent of country, and passes through some of the 
finest valleys in the State. Nearly every variety of soil and 
climate is to be found — adapted to the products of the 
Northern-temperate zone as well as those of the Semi-tropical 
region. Extensive coal deposits and large tracts of timber 
land are within easy reach of the road. Villages and cities 
along the line are rapidly increasing in population and im- 
portance, thereby materially adding to our local business. 

In view of the rapid progress made in the construction 
of the road, over several hundred miles of new country — 
the greater portion unoccupied and uncultivated — which 
as yet has furnished but a limited amount of business, 
and the fact that the past year's drought throughout its 
entire line has deprived it of a large amount of tonnage, which 
in ordinary seasons it would have received, we could not 
expect that the earnings of the road, since our last report, 
would enable it to fully meet all its expenses, xTidudiny the 
interest on its Mortgage Bonds ; however, with the comple- 
tion of the road and all its varied interests fully developed, 
we think that under an economical management you will 
hardly fail to realize satisfactory returns for the investments 
which have been made by you.

The number of Locomotives in service on this Division, 
during the year, was twenty-five. 

Locomotive No. 3 has been thoroughly overhauled, and put 
in complete order, receiving new boiler, cab, etc. One Loco- 
motive has been provided with a fire pump, and two with air 
pumps. Seven new air pumps have been substituted for 
others which had become worn and unfit for service. Thir- 
teen Locomotives have been varnished, and one repainted.

BUILDINGS. 

The following improvements have been made at the Machine 
Shops : an addition to the main buildings of 200 x 40 feet, for 
saw mill and machine shop purposes ; and the round house 
increased by six stalls. A small office, a paint shop, and a 
sand house have also been erected. 

A grain warehouse, 200 x 40, has been built at Pajaro, and 
one, 50 x 32, at Redwood City. At Hollister, the depot build- 
ings destroyed by fire in January, 1876, have been replaced 
with a substantial building 180 x 32. An addition of 100 x 40 
has been made to the warehouse at Mountain View. Twenty- 
one section tool houses have been erected along the line ; also 
a small baggage and store room at the passenger depot, San 
Francisco. Alterations of the depot buildings at Sargents 
have increased the storage capacity by 700 tons. New turn 
tables have been put in place at Machine Shops and at Pajaro. 
The passenger depot at Redwood City has been moved to a 
more convenient location, and has been put in thorough repair. 

All buildings on the line are in good repair. 

Total cost of this work, $30,334.09. 

TRACK. 

The track has been well kept up during the year, and is 
now in good condition. There have been 95,372 feet of new 
rail and 8,744 new ties placed in main track; 21,322 feet 
of rail and 655 ties used in the extension of side tracks. 
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The amount charged to repairs of track for the year was 
$96,603.42. 

A great amount of work has been done along the line of 
road following the Pajaro river. The washing of the river 
banks necessitated the moving of the line in several places, and 
the building of bulkheads and wing dams to divert the course 
of the stream. At the junction of the Pescadero Creek with 
the Pajaro river this work has been quite heavy, and the line 
has been moved twice ; piling has been driven along the bank 
of the river for 1,220 feet, and it is now thought the track is 
safe from further trouble at that point. Near Coyote Station 
two wing dams have been placed in the river, and the banks 
protected with stone. 

Oui* iron has heretofore suffered for lack of proper quantity 
of ballasting; a large amount of gravel — from the gravel 
pits at Soledad and Coyote — has been distributed along the 
line, and the roadway much improved in consequence. 

REPAIRS OF FENCES. 

Six thousand feet of new fence have been built, and thirty- 
two new crossing gates put in place, at a cost of $2,152.74. 

MATTERS IN GENERAL. 

During the year, seventeen ships have been loaded at the 
Company's Wharf in Mission Bay, with 26,810 tons of grain, 
destined to foreign ports. 

The estimated increase of travel, anticipated from the com- 
pletion of the Santa Cruz and Watsonville Narrow Gauge 
Railway, has been more than realized. 

Additional passenger train service has been performed as 
follows : a train making one round trip, daily, between San 
Mateo and Menlo Park : a train each way, daily, between 
Pajaro and Gilroy, connecting with the morning and evening 
San Francisco trains. 

Throughout the year our passenger and freight trains have 
been moved with regularity and dispatch, and with entire 
freedom from accident.

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The policy of the Oompany ha,s >)eeTi to sell its farming lands at 
low prices and on e^sy tenns of ]myment to actual settlera, believing 
the best interests of the ( -onij^any are promoted by selling in limited 
quantities to those who will cultivate the soil, and who will own the 
land they cultivate. By this iiK^ans an industrious agricultural 
population is invited, whose improvements and the product of whose 
labor, tend to enhance the value of the unsold lands. 

The Company has built, of the main lines of its road (the lines to 
which the lands are grant^'d), .S20.26 mih^s. Of these. 300.26 miles 
have been accepted b} the Crovernment, viz.:

The unsold part of these lands, in the Counties of Santa Clara, 
San Bcmito, Montei-ey, and Tulare, are now open for sale. Those in 
the Counties of Stiinislaus, Merced. Kern, and Los Angeles, will be 
put into market as soon as the records and books can be properly 
prepared, — in three months, perhaps, from this time. 

Lists of selections of railroad lands in San Bernardino County 
will soon be made. Tlie tracts will be offered for sale when the 
patents shall be receivcid and the lands graded jis to value. 

Sales of lands commenctul practically on April 1st, 1875, and with 
the exce]>tioii of a few in Santa Clara and San Benito Counties, have 
been confined, thus far, to th(^ C-ounty of Tulare, for the reason that 
the lands in the otlu^r localities, having been but recently patented 
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and rated as to price, have not yet lieen put in market. The books 
will soon be prepared, and the sale of all the patented lands can then 
be carried on continuously as purcha.sers may present themselves. 

All the lands that have been sold were purchased for gold coin, 
and a very large part of them on credit of five years, a payment 
of twenty per cent, being made at the time of purchase, the remainder 
to be paid at the end of the term, with annual interest in advance, 
at ten per cent., on all sums remaining due. 

The last Report of this Department, dated July 1st, 1875, showed 
that, up to that time, thei-e had been sold 57,565.18 acres, for 
$220,002.62.

Lands have not been sought after this year with the same avidity 
they were looked for in former yeai-s. The depression in the manu- 
facture of woolen fabrics, and the closing of many of the factories in 
the Eastern States, have caused the price of wool to decline to the 
very lowest figures, with but a very limited demand. Wheat has 
also been dull of sale, even at low prices. The fanners and sheep- 
raisers of California, who have these staples in abundance to dispose 
of, either hold them or cannot realize at profitable figui'es. Those 
who sold complain that tli(;y have lost money. The consequence is 
that there is not in circulation among the farmers and land-buyers 
the same amount of coin as in former seasons. They prefer to hoard 
what money they have, to meet such contingencies as may arise, 
until they can get better prices and more ready sale for their 
products, than to invest, at present, in any real estate or other secu- 
rity, however profitable^ or safe. When this depression of prices of 
agricultural productions shall huve passed, tninsactions in lands will 
resume their wonted briskness. The increase in population alone 
(about 70,000 immigi-ants have come to California since last report) 
will make the demand for land greater. 

Taking into consideration the foregoing, and the fact that, practi- 
cally, sales have been confined to one comity only (Tulare), the 
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statement of the business for this Department for the year past, 
appended hereto, may be considered as being very good, the average 
price of lands having materially increased.

It is proper that many things treated of a year ago should again 
be brought to your notice. As the conditions remain the same, a 
mere change of words is not necessary. They Jire, therefore, referred 
to in the language of the Report of 1875: 

" Tlie Company has in Los Angeles and San Bernardino Counties, 
** in the mountains of San Gabriel, San Jacinto and San Bernardino, 
" some comparatively large tracts of timber and wood lands. They 
" are very vahiable on account of the scarcity of wood and timber 
** in that region. 

" It has, also, within its grant, in the mountains of Tulare and 
" Kern Counties, very extensive tracts of timber lands, containing 
" large quantities of the finest sugar and yellow pine, suitable for 
" building pxir])oses, as well as other kinds of timber and wood for 
" fencing, fiuming and fuel. There is not much demand for these 
" lands now, for the reason that the population' in the counties 
" named is spai'se, and also because at present the timber cannot l)e 
" easily reached without considerable preliminary ex|)ense. This, 
" however, will soon be remedied, and the lands will become exceed- 
" ingly valuable. In close proximity to them lie the San Joaquin 
" and Tulare Valk^ys, a vast expanse of territory, almost entirely 
" destitute of timber or trees. Wealthy persons who own large 
" tracts of land in these valleys have completed or are now perfecting 
" systems of irrigation on a very large scale, with the view of bring- 
" ing their lands into market. Tlie goodness of the soil, which yields 
" abundantly when watered, has induced a great many persons to settle 
" there. The energetic steps taken and the liberal measures adopted 
** to attract settlei-s to these lands will have the eftect, in a shoH 
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" time, of bringing them into notice and largely increasing tke popu- 
" lation on them. Timber and fuel will be required in gresJt 
" quantity, and these can be cheaply jirocui-etl only fix>m the mount- 
"ains on either side of the valleys. Bv means of V flumes, a 
" comparatively recent Califomian invention, lo^, timber and wood, 
" in quantity only limited >)y the supply, are brought expeditiously 
" and at merely nominal cost into the valleys and plains, sometimes 
" a distance of forty miles or moi'e, from 2)laces in the mountains 
" apparently inaccessible, and this, too, without the necessity of 
" building any ex]>ensive rojids. In consequence of this, and the 
" great and increasing immigration, I am entirely confident that 
" these timber lands will in a short timt^ be ejigerly sought after by 
" persons desirous of liuying them, and they can l)e sold easily at 
" high prices. 

" Coal of fair quality and supposed to he in large deposits, has 
" been found on the Com])anv's lands in Monterey County, not far 
" from the line of road. 

" Carefully compiled statistics show that there has been, within 
*^ the past year, an increase from immigration of 60,000 persons to 
" the permanent population of California. The salubrity of the 
" climate, find the unexamj)led facilities for grazing and for engaging 
" in remunei"ative farming, and in the j)rofitable culture of sub- 
" tropical and semi-tropical fruits, including gi*ai)es, almonds, walnuts, 
" figs, oranges, bananas, olives, lemons, dates, pine-apples, etc., have 
" lately attracted a vast number of immigrants to the southern part 
" of this State, and a great demand for land has been created in 
" consequence. Large quantities have l^een entered by pre-emption 
" and homestead, at the Government price, in the U. S. Land 
" Offices, while numerous small tracts have been bought at private 
" sale, at prices ranging from $10 to $150 per acre. It is computed 
" that the immigration for the next year will reach 65,000 or 70,000 
" persons. 

" The attention of the whole population in Southern California is 
" directed to the question of in-igation. Active operations are now 
" in progress by capitalists and companies, comj)osed of farmers and 
" land owners, to utilize for that pui'pose many of the larger streams. 
" Large ditches ai'e finished and some in course of construction in 
^' Fresno, Tulare and Kern Counties. Extensive tracts, which here- 
*' tofore have been deemed valuable only for sheep and cattle grazing 
" during the spring months, are now, by irrigation, l)rought into full 
" and perfect cultivation, ])roducin^ large and highly remunerative 
" crops, and enhancing the value of the land twenty-fold. What has 
" been said of these counties may also be said of almost all the 
" Southern counties, more particularly Los Angeles and San Ber- 
" nardino, where some of the most extensive and comprehensive 
*' systems of irrigation in the State ai-e now in operation, or in 
" course of successful development. The results, even on * desert 
" lands,' are astonishing. These, which, until some few years since, 
" were considered utterly valueless, have been found to be, when 
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" well watered, extremely productive. Alfalfa and otter nutritious 
"grasses, as well as vegetables and grain in great abundance, have 
" been produced from them. 

" Stock-raisers and farmers are engaging extensively in growing 
" alfalfa (Chili clover), a s})ecies of lucem of exceeding great pro- 
** ductiveness and nutritious qualities. As food for horses, cattle, 
'* sheep, etc., it cannot be surpassed, and it may be classed as one of 
" the most valuable products in the Stjite. It can be grown on moist 
" bottom land, or with the aid of irrigation on upland, or on * desert 
" land.* The yield is enormous. It is cut from three to five times 
" each year, giving on upland, with >>ut two in'igations, from eight 
" to ten tons per acre, while on bottom land, along the water-courses, 
** the yield is even greater, and no irrigation is necessary. Once 
" planted, it grows forever. One acre of alfalfa will sustain 25 
" sheep. 

" The Company has, in all the Southern counties through which 
** its road passes, large tracts of land capable of producing alfalfa, 
" and here are the elements of great wealth, not only for the Com- 
" pany, but for the settler,- — soil, climate, water, alfalfa, sheep and 
" cattle." 

The Company has tracts of land suitable for general farming and 
grazing, which, as the construction of the railroad advances, becomes 
more accessible and valuable. The prices vary from $2.50 upwards, 
per acre, according to situation and quality of soil. In September 
^ext, when the parts of the Southern Pacific Railroad now building 
south from San Francisco and north from Los Angeles shall be con- 
nected,* a new and progressive era for Southern California should 
begin. Immigi-ants and capitalists wishing to make investments in 
lands and in enterprises there, can examine the country, and, with 
but comparatively little exj^nse and physical labor, see for them- 
selves quickly whatever advantages there are for placing money so as 
to bring safe, profitable and speedy returns. From indications, thei*e 
will be abundant opportunity for excellent investments at many 
points near the line of the railroad, where, a short time ago, there 
were not the slightest hopes or pros])ects of anything of the kind. 

Water of excellent quality and in abundance has been found 
within ten feet of the sui-face of the gi'ound, on the Mojave Plains, 
a large tract of country, with good soil in many places, but hitherto 
deemed irreclaimable on account of the light rainfall in Winter, .and 
the supposed impossibility of procuring water for irrigation. Now 
that water has been discovtired in sufficient quantity, it can, by the 



^The connection has been made. There is now in operation a continuous line of rail- 
road from San Francisco to Indian Wells, 110 miles from Fort Yuma, a point 180 miles 
from the mouth of the Colorado River. 
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aid of windmills, be raised for agricultural and other purj)Oses. The 
wind blows with enough of force duiing the entire year to furnish 
all the motive power necessary. Indeed, if the lands can be 
reclaimed, and there is hardly a doubt of it, the settler there can 
make his windmill a general motive power to cut hay, straw, or 
maize-stalks for feed, to crush oats, to grind maize, and to do many 
other little but yet quite important things which will otherwise be 
neglected. 

On these and similar plains along the line of the road, for 300 
miles, is found in great quantities a tree-like plant, from one foot to 
twenty feet high, called "Yucca Draconis," full of fibre, from which 
excellent paper is made. In March last, Mr. George B. Walker 
engaged in the manufacture of paper pulp from this material. He 
hauls by wagon a distance of from eight to twenty miles to his 
crushing mills in Soledad Canon, a point 58 miles northwest from 
Los Angeles, and there reduces the entire tree or plant — bark, body, 
branches and leaves — to pulp. This is transported by wagon about 
32 miles to San Fernando; thence, via Los Angeles, by rail, to Wil- 
mington, where it is shipped by sea to San Francisco, and from there 
sent by rail overland to Philadelphia, to be converted into paper. It 
would seem that paper mills might be profitably erected and put into 
operation at eligible points in this and similar localities. If it pays 
to send the pulp to Philadelphia, from where it is made in this State, 
a distance of 3,500 miles, the manufacture of paper on the very spot, 
where abundance of matenal for it can be obtained with but little 
trouble, ought surely to be remunerative. 

Coal oil has been found in Los Angeles County, at several points 
in the lands near San Fernando, and works for refining oil are 
erected there. The well, in which a flowing stream was struck some 
time ago, contiaues to pour forth a steady volume of oil, and old oil 
miners are confident other wells, of equal or greater power, will soon 
be discovered. Enough flows, each day, from this well, to load a 
railroad car with refined oil. It is stated that sufficient coal oil is 
found there, now, to supply the State of California. In addition to 
the flattering oil prospects in that region, a vein of coal of good 
quality has been discovered in close proximity to the line of the 
railroad, which promises to prove valuable. The probabilities of other 
discoveries are very encouraging, and the oil fever is increasing. 

The railroad, after passing through the rich and fertile lands and 
pastures of Los Angeles and San Bernardino Counties, extends 
through the San Bernardino Mountains to Indian Wells, in the 
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Coahuila Valley, in San Diego County. The climate here is very 
dry, and the Summer temperatui-e tierce. A good part of the 
Coahuila Valley, as well as of San Felipe and Carriso Valleys, 
further south, could be irrigated from the Colorado E-iver, and made 
valuable. The soil is very rich, and would be productive when sup- 
plied with abundant moisture. Tliose acquainted with the cultivation 
of cotton and the sugar-cane say that both could be easily and 
successfully raised on these lands. It has been shown that on the 
low lands of the Colorado Desert, that have been cultivated, 
vegetation matures six weeks earlier than on the western side of the 
Coast Mountains. "J 

Within the next six months the railroad will be completed to Fort 
Yuma, on the Colorado River. Arizona will be reached, and New 
Mexico and Sonora within shoi-t distance. The southern part of 
Arizona and the northern jiart of Sonora have long been known to 
contain, all throughout their extent, large and valuable mines. 
These are regions where mining alone can ever be made profitable as 
an industry, and where, it is claimed, the precious metals exist in 
inexhaustible quantity. Hitherto the diflSculties of travel, as well as 
the great expense of transpoi-tation, have fleterred persons from 
working these mines and engaging in other enterprises in these 
Territories. As soon as communication be ^t ween them and San 
Francisco shall be opened up, and nujii, macliinery and supplies can 
be sent there, it will b(^ found that a large populaticm will be 
attracted, that a great imptitus will be givtjii to extensive and profita- \i 

ble mining, and that the gold and silver which will be found there i 

will invigorate agriculture ahmg the entire line of the railroad, and '■ 

stimulate manufactures in Southern California. These mining dis- ' 

tricts will b(;ar the same relation to the Southern Pacific Railroad 
that those of Nevada do to the Central Pacific. Tliev will cimtinue } 

to be the source of demand, and the lands on the line of the road the jil 

base of supplies for all agricultural products. These lands, through ' 

their natural proximity, must ever have commercial advantages over 
those more remote! v situated, and before manv vt^ars will become of 
great value. 

In the counties of San Benito and Monterey, within the limits of 
the railroad land grant, there are many flocks of Angoi'a goats, jr 

raised for their valual)le fleeces of mohair. The hilly lands in these ^ 
counties, of which the Com])any has many tracts (not yet in market), 
are found to be well suited to the habits and tastes of these animals. 
The breeding and kee])ing of them is found to be quite a profitable 
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pursuit, which in a short time will become one of the leading indus- 
tries df the State. Ever\' part of the animal is valuable. The fleece 
is sold for mohair; the skins are readily sold for high prices, and are 
converted into cai-riage-robes, mats, gloves, and furs; and the flesh 
of the females, or of the young males, is quite as ]>alatable as good 
venison. At San Jose, a factory for working up and preparing from 
Angora goat-skins the articles above enumerated was established 
about eighteen months ago, and is now Lq extensive and prolitable 
operation, the goods manufactiu-ed being eagerly bought up at 
remunerative prices. 

Among the hills in these counties, along the line of the railroad, 
can be found valleys suitable for small farms, which will produce 
without irrigation, the moLstui*e from the sea being sufficient. Situ- 
ations of • this kind are free fi*om miiusma or malaria. The climate, 
being tempered by the sea-breeze, is neither hot in Summer nor cold 
in Winter. In all parts of California the farmer is never interrupted 
to any extent in any of his farm oi)erations. 

The land grant of the Company may be looked upon as sure to 
become some of its best jiroperty. An estimate of its prospective 
value can be formed by taking into consideration the immense crop 
of California for the pi-esent year, the yield of wheat, alone, being 
approximately calculated at 1,000,000 tons, worth §30,000,000. In 
addition to this, there are the amounts to be realized fi-om other pro- 
ductions coming in great quantities directly from lands, such as fruit, 
wine, wool, hops, vegetables, and other produce. These productions 
increase rapidly from year to year, with iomiigi-ation and settlement. 
And as immigration seems to flow into California in larger streams 
every year, there is almost a certainty that land will, in a compara- 
tively short time, materially advance in price and meet with ready 

sale.

I have the honor to submit the following account of Sur- 
veys made by the Engineer Department, and of the additional 
miles of railroad constructed, for the fiscal year ending June 
30th, 1877. 

In our Annual Report ending June 30th, 187(), (copy of 
which is attached hereto) it was there stated: "The railroad 
" was completed from Caliente to Tehachapi Station, and 
"from San Fernando Station to San Fernando Tunnel, and 
"from Colton to Indian Wells (since called Indio), a total 
" distance of 100 -^^ miles, and ccmsiderable advance had been 
" made in giuding on other portions of the line." Since that 
repoiii the constiniction has steadily progressed. 

Grading and track -laying was completed from Tehachapi 
to Mojave, a distance of 20 ^ miles (and trains commenced 
running, conveying United States mails, passengers, and 
freights), August 8th, 1876. 

From Mojave to and including San Fernando Tunnel, the 
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l^mrlirig and tra^fk-laying for a distance of 7o miles was com- 
pK't^frl ''and traias c-nifimenceil running, conveying United 
StaUrH mails. jja-SHfingers, and freights,; September 6th, 1876. 

Ora/ling and track-laying connnenced at Goshen, November 
Int, 1876, and was completed t^> Huron, a distance of 40 miles, 
January fHli, 1 877. Trains commenced running, carrying 
(Jnit(;d Stat<fs mails, passengei-s, and freights, February 1st, 
1877. 

January 1st, 1 877, gituling and ti-ack-lapng commenced at 
Indio ''fonnerly called Indian Wells), and was completed to 
the ('(;lora<lo River, near Yuma, a distance of 118 ^ miles, on 
the 20th of May, 1877, and trains commenced running, con- 
v(;ying Unitijd Statijs mails, passengers and freights, on the 
2t](\ of May, 1 877. 

To recapitulate: There have been constructed and brought 
into operation, (hiring the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1877, 
tlie following portions of i-ailroad and telegraph line, all of 
whidi is first-class:

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The location for the bridge to cross the Colorado River has 
been fixed upon, and the materials for the same are now being 
rapidly delivered for its erection. It is intended to have the 
bridge completed by September 1st, next. 

The bridge will be all of wood, will have a di-aw of 80 feet 
clear in the opening, placed on a turn-table. There will be 
five other spans (fixed) of 80 feet each, resting on piled piers, 
driven to the rock underlying the bed of the river. 

Gi-ading for depot grounds, engine-house, and general station 
puiposes, is in pi'ogress in Yuma, and will be completed on 
or before the completion of the bridge. 

There have been ()5() miles of instrumental and experimental 
lines run, in addition to final locations, during the fiscal year, 
besides a large extent of country examined barometrically 
east of the Colorado River, the latter having been the subject 
for special repoits.

San Francisco, August 10, 1876. 



To the PreMchnf and Directm's of the 

Southern Paclijc Rcdlroad : 

I have the honor to submit the following as my report of 
the operations of the Engineer Department for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 187G. 

In our Annual Report for the year ending June 30th, 1875, 
it was stated " the road was completed from Sumner to Cal- 
iente, a distance of 16 miles," etc. Since that report, the 
construction has progressed steadily from Caliente to San Fer- 
nando Station, a distance of 124.4 miles. 

On that portion of this Division embracing the Tehachapi 
Pass, from Caliente to Tehachapi Station, a distance of 25.4 
miles, very heavy and expensive work in grading was en- 
countered. The location of this sub-division required careful 
study and sound judgment. It is on this part of the route 
where we resorted to a novel expedient to obtain distance, 
and to accommodate the grades to the natural surface of the 
country. This was accomplished by taking advantage of a 
nearly conical butte, circling around it, and then tunneling 
through a spur of the butte over which the line ran, in making 
the circuit. The circuit is made in a lineal distance of 3,794^^^ 
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feet, and a difference in elevation where the line crosses itself 
of 77^ feet. 

Seventeen tunnels were necessary on this sub-division, hav- 
ing an aggregate length of 7.677^q feet. 

It is confidently believed, under all the circumstances, this 
location has been judiciously made, and will stand the test of 
impartial criticism. 

The track was laid and ready for the transportation of pas- 
sengers, mails and freights, from Caliente to Tehachapi Station, 
on June 30th, 1876. 

From Tehachapi Station to and including San Fernando 
Tunnel, a distance of 94^ miles, the grading is well advanced. 
Three tunnels were necessary on this sub-division — two in the 
Soledad Canon, of an aggregate length of 560 feet, and one in 
the San Fernando Pass, of 6,966^ feet. It is anticipated this 
sub-division will be completed, and an all-rail connection made 
between San Francisco and Los Angeles, on or before Septem- 
ber 15th, 1876. 

There have been live miles graded and track laid between 
San Fernando Tunnel and San Fernando Station. Trains 
commenced running, carrying passengers, mails and freights, 
from the tunnel to San Fernando, on January 1st, 1876. 

In our Annual Report before referred to, it was stated " 50 
" miles from Spadra to San Gorgonio, had been graded, and 
" the track laid to Colton, and that a contract had been entered 
" into to grade 50 miles from San Gorgonio to near Dos Pal- 
" mas," etc. Since that report, the track has been laid from 
Colton to San Gorgonio, and thence to Indian Wells, in the 
Cabazon Valley, a total distance from Colton to Indian Wells, 
of 71 J miles. Trains commenced running, carrying passen- 
gers, mails and freight, on May 29th, 1876. 

Indian Wells, the present terminus of the road, is one hun- 
dred and sixteen miles from Fort Yuma, on the Colorado 
River. The final location of this sub-division has been com- 
pleted, and the line is now ready for the graders. 

To recapitulate : There have been completed and brought 
into operation, during the year ending June 30th, 1876, the 
following sub-divisions of railroad and telegraph line, all of 
which are first-class. 
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From Caliente to Tehachapi Station 1. 

" San Fernando Tunnel to San Fernando Station . . o.i 
" Colton to Indian Wells 71.50 

Total miles 100.90 

Of this distance of lOO^Yir i^il^s, there were laid 29^% miles 
of iron, weighing 56 lbs. per lineal yard, and 7l^% miles of 
steel rails, weighing 50 lbs. per lineal yard. 

There have been about 850 miles of line instrumentally sur- 
veyed during the year, besides many side lines, of which no 
account is here made. 

This Company has in operation, transporting passengers, 
mails and freights, the following miles of railroad :

Extended reconnoissances were made during the year prin- 
cipally under the charge (in the field) of Isaac W. Smith, Esq., 
commencing at the terminus of completed road, and thence in- 
to Nevada, Arizona and New Mexico, to El Paso, on the Rio 
Grande. 

The first examination made was from Dos Palmas, in the 
Cabazon Valley, thence to Ehrenberg, on the Colorado Rivei- ; 
and thence to Phcenix, on Salt River, just above the junction 
of that river with the Gila, in Ai^izona, a distance of about 
245 miles. The information obtained demonstrated that it 
would require a careful instrumental survey to decide the 
practicability of this route. An instrumental survey is now 
in progress and will be completed in a few weeks. 

A reconnoissance was made from Los Angeles to San 
Diego ; thence via the diflferent passes through the mountain 
range lying north and eastward from San Diego ; thence to 
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^^^^^^plains between the mountains and Fort Yuma; all of 
^ich has been heretofore repoi*ted upon. 

An extended reconnoissance was made, starting near Camp 
Cady, on the Mqjave River ; thence to Soda Lake, Ivanpah, 
Las Vegas, the Amargosa Valley, Callville and the Rio Virgen. 
Fui-ther examinations in the above directions are desirable. 

The reconnoissance from Dos Palmas to the junction of the 
Salt and Gila rivei's was continued from Phoenix to Tucson, 
Railroad Pass, Camp Bowie, to El Paso and Franklin, on the 
Rio Grande, a distance of 408 f miles. 

The distance from Indian Wells, the end of completed road, 
to El Paso, will be about ()75 miles. 

A veiy favorable route for a railroad was found from the 
Colorado River to the Rio Grande, with generally easy grades 
and inexpensive construction, if properly located.

PROGRESS OF CONSTRUCTION. 

Since the date of our last report, the Colorado River Bridge, 
which was then in process of construction, has been com- 
pleted, and two new corporations have been organized for the 
purpose of forming Eastern connections with this road, one 
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under the laws of the Territory of Arizona, which will extend 
from Yuma to the Eastern boundary of said Territory, a dis- 
tance of about four hundred miles ; and the other, under the 
laws of the Territory of New Mexico, commencing at the point 
of intersection with the railroad crossing Arizona, and running 
by the mast practicable route to a point on the Rio Grande at 
or near Mesilla, thence continuing its main line to El Paso, a 
distance of about two hundred miles, at which point it will 
meet and connect with lines of railroad extending from the lower 
Mississippi Valley and Gulf of Mexico; thus making this 
road at no very distant day form the Western portion of an 
inter-oceanic through line of railroad, extending from the princi- 
pal ports on the Atlantic Ocean and Gulf of Mexico to those 
on the Pacific, being the shortest line which can be laid between 
the two systems of navigation within the United States terri- 
tory. The first-named line is being rapidly built, and is in 
operation to Casa Grande, a distance of one hundred and 
eighty-two miles from Yuma ; it being the intention of the 
Company to have the road in operation to Tucson (three 
hundred miles from Yuma) in January next, and to push the 
work forward rapidly to completion, and the Company organ- 
ized in New Mexico expecting to complete its portion of road 
to Mesilla and El Paso in two years from that date. 

KOAD AND EQUIPMENT. 

The road has been constructed throughout in the most 
thorough manner, all that has been built during the last three 
years having been laid with steel rails, while other parts of 
the road are being laid with steel as fast as renewal is required, 
and, together with rolling stock, depots, buildings of every 
description, water stations, etc., is in excellent condition.

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GOVERNMENT LAND GRANT. 

The report of the Land Agent shows the amount of the 
land grant by our Government, the Act of July 27th, 1866, 
granting, in addition to the right of way (two hundred feet 
in width) over the public domain, twenty alternate sections 
(12,800 acres) per mile of the unoccupied lands, ten on each 
side of the railroad line ; and the Act of March 3d, 1871, a 
similar right of way, as also twenty sections of land per mile 
for road embraced under the Act. Provision having been 
made that whenever, by reason of prior sale, pre-emption or 
occupancy, the full amount of the grant cannot be satisfied 
from within the twenty mile limits, the Company may select 
a sufficient amount from the unappropriated lands between 
the twenty and thirty mile limits to make up the deficiency 
it is believed the Company will eventually receive the full 
amount of land covered by the grant. 

The report also shows selections to have been made of and 
patents received for 980,757^ acres, while lists have also been 
prepared and applications are pending in the Department of 
the Interior for 167,520^^ acres more. 

The total sales of land as shown in the report, amount to 
$1,135,674.70, the cash receipts therefrom having been $647,- 
885.27, or, after deducting total expenses of the Land Depart- 
ment, $534,737.86' — out of which sum, bonds to the amoimt of 
$334,000 have been redeemed. 

As some considerable time will elapse before all the lands 
are surveyed and sold, there must be a material increase in 
the value of the unsold portions as they become sought after 
for the varied purposes to which they are adapted, so that the 
value which has at different times been placed upon them 
may not be considered as over-estimated. 

The road yet remains in two disconnected divisions, sepa- 
rated by a gap of about a hundred miles by one line of 
survey, and one hundred and sixty miles by another proposed 
route, neither of which will probably be built until it becomes 
necessary to do so in order to provide for the local business 
on these lines. 
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NORTHERN AND SOUTHERN DIVISIONS. 

Full information of the operations of the Northern Division 
will be found in the report of the Superintendent. The 
Southern Division is yet operated by the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company under a lease which at present is considered to be 
mutually advantageous, and may so prove for some time pros- 
pectively ; yet, upon the expiration of the lease it may be 
deemed advisable, through the formation of connecting lines 
Eastward, and the increasing demands of the business of its 
local lines, to close the gap referred to, and operate the road 
as a continuous line directly from this City. 

In conclusion, I would add that sufficient has been devel- 
oped during the construction and operation of the road thus 
far U) indicate the most encouraging prospects for its future. 
The condition of our climate and character of our lands invite 
immigration of all classes. There are lands of all kinds to 
choose from for the farmer, wool-grower, stock-raiser, wine- 
maker or dairyman, and in localities which must eventually 
become very important from their central situation. It is 
being constantly developed that the lands are of great fruit- 
fulness, and adapted to every species of production. The 
great mineral wealth of the adjacent Territories must furnish 
to the road very heavy traffic in both freight and passengers ; 
and the road when completed must command the through 
traffic of all connecting lines Eastward.

Additions to the stock since last report comprise one parlor 
car and three hand cars. One second-class passenger car was 
sold to L. A. & I. R. R. Co.; one pay car and one hunting car 
were broken up — unfit for further service. 

One second-class passenger car was changed to pay car, and 
four stock to box cai^s. One baggage car, one box car, and 
nine flat cars were rebuilt. 

Two hundred and forty-six new wheels were placed under 
passenger cars, and one hundred and fifty-six under freight 
cars. 

All cars are in good repair. 

The expense of car repairs, for eighteen months, was 
49,257.15. 
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BRIDGES, CULVERTS AND CATTLE-GUARDS. 

Three hundred and fifty-five feet of new piling has been 
built, and all structures of the kind have been maintained in 
good condition. 

Amount expended for repairs of bridges, etc., for eighteen 
months, $ 19,752.25. 

BUILDINGS. 

A grain warehouse, 256 x 42 feet, has been erected at 
Chualar, and another, 152 x 40 feet, at San Jose. The station 
building at Santa Clara has been removed, put in thorough 
repair, and enlarged by an addition of 50 x 32 feet. 

All buildings on the line are in good repair. 

Amount charged to repairs of buildings for eighteen 
months, $12,511.03. 

TRACK. 

On that portion of the line between San Francisco and San 
Jose, 29.84 miles of iron rail have been replaced with 50 lb. 
steel rail; 29,295 new ties have been placed in main track, 
and 4,729 used in the extension of side tracks. 

In the vicinity of Baden, where the track was on low 
ground, and subject to overflow during the rainy season, the 
old line for a distance of one mile and a half was abandoned ; 
the change 6f location was made at a considerable expense for 
grading, bridges, etc. As now located the track will be en- 
tirely secure from interruption by water. 

The track has been greatly improved during the past 
eighteen months, and it is confidently believed the expense of 
maintaining the same in its present excellent condition will 
be considerably less than for previous years. 

Amount charged to repairs of track, for eighteen months, 
was $135,892.62. 

REPAIRS OF FENCES. 

Amount expended on this account, for eighteen months, 
was $2,435.41. 
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MATTERS IN GENERAL. 

During the year 1878, eighteen ships were loaded at the 
Company's wharf, in Mission Bay, with 13,439 tons of grain 
destined to foreign points. 

With the exception of the derailment of one coal and three 
gravel cars, no accidents have occurred to trains during the 
eighteen months under review.

Land Argent's Report

To the President and Directors of the 

Southern Pacific Railroad Company : 

Gentlemen : The following is my report of the operation 
and condition of the Land Department of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company from its organization to December 
31 st, 1878, inclusive : 

The Land Grant from the United States Government to 
the Company is as follows : acres. 

Act of July 27th, 1866, 12,800 acres per mile for 586 miles. . . 7,500,800 

Act of March 3d, 1871, 12,800 acres per mile for 356 miles. . . . 4,556,800 



Total Acres 12,057,600 



The Company has constructed 578^ miles of the main lines 
of its road (the lines to which the lands are granted) all of 
which have been accepted by the Government, viz., San Jose 
to Tres Pinos, Huron to Goshen, and Goshen to the Colorado 
River. 
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Selection of lands has been made and patents therefor from 
the United States have issued, as follows : 

In San Francisco U. S. Land District 16,206^ Acres. 

In Counties of Santa Clara, San Benito aud Northern part of Monterey. 

In Stockton U. S. Land District 64,832*3 " 

In Western part of Counties of Stanislaus and Merced. 



In Visalia U. S. Land District 858,220" " 

In Counties of Fresno, Tulare and Kern. 

In Los Angeles U. S. Land District 41,498» " 

In County of Los Angeles. 

Total Acres 980,757" " 

The policy of the Company has been to sell its farming 
lands at low prices, and on easy terms of payment, to actual 
settlers, believing the best interests of the Company are pro- 
moted by selling in limited quantities to those who will 
cultivate the soil, and who will own the land they cultivate. 
By this means an industrious agricultural population is invited, 
whose improvements and the product of whose labor tend to 
enhance the value of the unsold lands. 

All the lands that have been sold were purchased for gold 
coin, and a very large, part of them on credit of five years, a 
payment of twenty per cent, being made at the time of pur- 
chase, the remainder to be paid at the end of the term, with 
annual interest in advance, at ten per cent, on all sums re- 
maining due. 

The total land sales, together with stumpage and leases, to 
the close of the last fiscal year amounted to $1,135,674.70, 
for details of which reference is made to the Statement hereto 
appended. 

Lands have not been sought after for the last two years 
with the same avidity they were looked for in former years. 
The temporary drought which has prevailed in Southern 
California and the partial failure of crops in consequence, 
together with the depression in the manufacture of woolen 
fabrics, and the closing of many of the factories in the 
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Eastern States, have caused the price of wool to decline to 
the very lowest figures, with but a very limited demand. 

When this depression of prices of agricultural produc- 
tions shall have passed, transactions in lands will resume 
their wonted briskness. The increase in population alone 
(about 40,000 immigrants have come to California within the 
last two years,) will make the demand for land, greater. 

Sales since my last Report (June 30th, 1877,) would have 
been much greater than they are, were it not for an unfore- 
seen impediment, which, however, will be but temporary, 
arising from the attempt on the part of a number of persons 
calling themselves settlers, who, acting under the influence of 
the bad and incorrect advice of designing persons, have taken 
possession of about 20,000 acres of land granted to the Com- 
pany and refuse to give them up, under the pretense that the 
railroad title is not valid. They seek to claim them by virtue 
of the Preemption and Homestead laws of the United States. 
These tracts lie in the region known as Mussel Slough Country, 
to the north of Tulare Lake, in Tulare and Fresno Counties, 
and are in the center of 250,000 acres of the best, most pro- 
ductive and most marketable lands in the whole grant. Of 
course these people have no valid claim. The heads of the 
TJ. S. Land Department have decided against them. With a 
view to speedy, direct and efficient legal remedy, the Company 
has brought suit in ejectment before the Federal Courts, where 
it will be adjudicated in a short time. Learned Counsel are 
of the opinion that the railroad title is unquestionably good. 
As soon as a decision shall be had in favor of the Company, 
the lands in this section will be sold rapidly, not only to the 
contending settlers but to very many who are now anxious 
to buy the other railroad tracts there not in dispute, and 
who have only delayed doing so until a decision shall be 
reached. 

The Company has in Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
Counties, in the mountains of San Gabriel, San Jacinto and 
San Bernardino, some comparatively large tracts of timber 
and wood lands. They are very vahiable on account of the 
scarcity of wood and timber in that region. 
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It has also within its grant, in the mountains of Tulare and 
Kern Counties, very extensive tracts of Timber lands, con- 
taining large quantities of the finest sugar and yellow pine, 
suitable for building purposes, as well as other kinds of tim- 
ber and wood for fencing, fluming and fuel. There is not 
much demand for these lands now, for the reason that the 
population in the counties named is sparse, and also because 
at present the timber cannot be easily reached without con- 
siderable preliminary expense. This, however, will soon be 
remedied, and the lands will become exceedingly valuable. 
In close proximity to them lie the San Joaquin and Tulare 
Valleys, a vast expanse of territory almost entirely destitute 
of timber or trees. Wealthy persons who own large tracts 
of land in these valleys have completed, or are now perfecting, 
systems of irrigation on a very large scale, with the view of 
bringing their lands into market. The fertility of the soil, 
which yields abundantly when watered, has induced a great 
many persons to settle there. The energetic steps taken, and 
the liberal measures adopted to attract settlers to these lands 
will have the effect, in a short time, of bringing them into 
notice and largely increasing the population on them. Timber 
and fuel will be required in great quantity, and these can be 
cheaply procured only from the mountains on either side of 
the valleys. By means of V flumes, a comparatively recent 
Californian invention, logs, timber and wood, in quantity only 
limited by the supply, are brought expeditiously and at merely 
nominal cost into the valleys and plains, sometimes a distance 
of forty miles or more, from places in the mountains apparently 
inaccessible, and this, too, without the necessity of building 
any expensive roads. In consequence of this, and the increas- 
ing immigration, I am entirely confident that these timber 
lands will in a short time be eagerly sought after by persons 
desirous of buying them, and they can be sold easily at high 
prices. 

CosA of fair quality has been found on the Company's lands 
in several places, not far from the line of road. 

Carefully compiled statistics show that there has been.

within the past two years, an increase from immigration of 
40,000 persons to the permanent population of California. 
The salubrity of the climate, and the unexampled facilities 
for grazing and for engaging in remunerative farming, and in 
the profitable culture of sub-tropical and semi-tropical fruits, 
including grapes, almonds, walnuis, figs, oranges, bananas, 
olives, lemons, dates, pine-apples, etc., have lately attracted a 
large number of immigrants to the southern part of this 
State, and a demand for land has been created in consequence. 
Large quantities have been entered by preemption and home- 
stead at the Government price, in the U. S. Land Offices, 
while numerous small tracts have been bought at private sale, 
at prices ranging from $10 to $150 per acre. It is computed 
that the immigration for the next year will reach 65,000 or 
70,000 persons. 

The attention of the whole population in Southern Cali- 
fornia is directed to the question of irrigation. Active opera- 
tions are now in progress by capitalists and companies com- 
posed of farmers and land owners, to utilize for that purpose 
many of the larger streams. Large ditches are finished and 
some in course of construction in Fresno, Tulare and Kern 
Counties. Extensive tracts which heretofore have been 
deemed valuable only for sheep and cattle grazing during the 
spring months, are now, by irrigation, brought into full and 
perfect cultivation, producing large and highly remunerative 
crops, and enhancing the valiie of the land twenty-fold. 
What has been said of these counties may also be said of 
almost all the southern counties, more particularly Los Ange- 
les and San Bernardino, where some of the most extensive 
and comprehensive systems of irrigation in the State are now 
in operation, or in course of successful development. The 
results even on " desert lands " are astonishing. These which, 
until some four years ago, were considered utterly valueless, 
have been found to be, when well watered, extremely pro- 
ductive. Alfalfa and other nutritious grasses, as well as 
vegetables and grain in great abundance, have been produced 
from them. 
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The effects of irrigation will be permanently advantageous 
because when the soil once becomes moistened it will subse- 
quently require the application of less water for each crop, 
and when once a thorough and comprehensive system is 
adopted, the waters could readily be applied, if necessary, 
before the first rains, to soften the ground and make it fit for 
the plow. 

Stock-raisers and farmers are engaging extensively in grow- 
ing alfalfa (chile clover), a species of lucem of exceeding great 
productiveness and nutritious quality. As food for horses, 
cattle, sheep, etc., it cannot be surpassed, and it may be classed 
as one of the most valuable products in the State. It can 
be grown on moist bottom land, or with the aid of irrigation 
on upland, or on " desei-t land." The yield is enormous. It 
is cut from three to five times each year, giving on up- 
land, with but two irrigations, from eight to ten tons 
per acre, while on bottom land along the water courses, the 
yield is even greater, and no irrigation is necessary. Once 
planted, it grows forever. One acie of alfalfa will sustain 25 
sheep. 

The Company has in all the southern counties through 
which its road passes, large tracts of land capable of producing 
alfalfa ; and here are the elements of great wealth, not only 
for the Company, but for the settler — soil, climate, water, 
alfalfa, sheep and cattle. 

Coal oil has been found in Los Angeles County at several 
points in the lands near San Fernando, and works for refining 
oil are erected there. The well in which a fiowing stream was 
struck some time ago, continues to pour forth a steady volume 
of oil, and old oil -miners are confident other wells of equal or 
greater power will soon be discovered. Enough flows each 
day from this well to load a railroad car with refined oil. It 
is stated that sufficient coal oil is found there now to supply 
the State of California. In addition to the flattering oil 
prospects in that region, a vein of coal of good quality has 
been discovered in close proximity to the line of the railroad, 
which promises to prove valuable. The probabilities of other 
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discoveries are very encouraging, and the oil fever is increas- 
ing. 

The railroad after passing through the rich and fertile lands 
of Los Angeles and San Bernardino Counties, extends through 
the San Bernardino Mountains to Indian Wells in the Coahuila 
Valley, in San Diego County. The climate here is very dry, 
and the Summer temperature fierce. A good part of the 
Coahuila Valley, as well as of San Felipe and Carriso Valleys 
further south, could be irrigated from the Colorado River, and 
made valuable. The soil is very rich, and would be productive 
when supplied with abundant moisture. Those acquainted 
with the cultivation of cotton and the sugar-cane say that 
both could be easily and successfully raised on these lands. 
It has been shown that on the low lands of the Colorado 
Desert, that have been cultivated, vegetation matures six 
weeks earlier than on the western side of the Coast Mountains. 

The connecting line at Yuma will soon be completed to the 
centre of Arizona, and New Mexico and Sonora will be 
within short distance. The southern part of Arizona and the 
northern part of Sonora have long been known to contain, all 
throughout their extent, large and valuable mines. These are 
regions where mining alone can ever be made profitable as an 
industry, and where, it is claimed, the precious metals exist in 
inexhaustible quantity. Hitherto the difficulties of travel, as 
well as the great expense of transportation, have deterred 
persons from working these mines, and engaging in other 
enterprises in these Territories. Communication between 
them and San Francisco being now opened up, and it being 
possible to send men, machinery and supplies there quickly, 
it will be found that a large population will be attracted, that 
a great impetus will be given to extensive and profitable 
mining, and that the gold and silver which will be found 
there will invigorate agriculture along the entire line of the 
railroad, and stimulate manufactures in Southern California. 
These mining districts mil bear the same relation to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad that those of Nevada do to the 
Central Pacific. They will continue to be the source of de- 
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mand, and the lands on the line of the road the base of sup- 
plies for all agricultural products. These lands, through their 
natural proximity, must ever have commercial advantages 
over those more remotely situated, and, before many years, 
will become of great value. 

In the Counties of San Benito and Monterey, within the 
limits of the railroad land grant, there are many flocks of 
Angora goats, raised for their valuable fleeces of mohair. 
The hilly lands in these counties, of which the Company has 
many tracts, are well suited to the habits and tastes of these 
animals. The breeding and keeping of them are found to be 
quite a profitable pursuit, which in a short time will become 
one of the leading industries of the State. Every part of 
the animal is valuable. The fleece is sold for mohair; the 
skins are readily sold for high prices, and are converted 
into carriage-robes, mats, gloves and furs ; and the flesh of the 
females, or of the young males, is quite as palatable as good 
venison. At San Jose a factory for working up and preparing 
from Angora goat skins the articles above enumerated, was 
established about three years and a half ago, and is now in 
extensive and profitable operation, the goods manufactured 
being eagerly bought up at remunerative prices. 

Among the hills in these counties, along the line of the 
railroad, can be found valleys suitable for small farms, which 
will produce without irrigation ; the moisture from the sea 
being sufficient. Situations of this kind are free from miasma 
or malaria. The climate being tempered by the sea-breeze is 
neither hot in Summer nor cold in Winter. In all. parts of 
California the farmer is never interrupted to any extent in 
any of his farm operations. 

The land grant of the Company may be looked upon as 
sure to becoiQe some of its best property. An estimate of 
its prospective value can be formed by taking into considera- 
tion the immense crop of California for the last two years, 
the yield of wheat alone being approximately calculated at 
1,875,000 tons, worth $50,250,000. In addition to this, there 
are the amounts to be realized from other productions coming 
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in great quantities directly from lands, such as fruit, wine, 
wool, hops, vegetables and other produce. These productions 
increase rapidly from year to year, with immigration and 
settlement. And as immigration seems to flow into California 
in larger streams every year, there is almost a certainty that 
land will, in a comparatively short time, materially advance in 
price and meet with ready sale.

Trains commenced running over the Bridge to the Depot in 
Yuma, carrying the United States mails, passengers, freight, 
etc., on the 30th day of September, 1877. 

There is now completed, and in successful operation, carry-

EARNINGS AND OPERATING EXPENSES. 

The earnings over operating expenses for the past year, as 
will be seen by the Secretary's report, were $1,998,316 71, 
and show a slight decrease as compared with the earnings of 
the preceding year. This arises in a great measure from the 
policy adopted early in the year of making a general reduction 
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in rates, as evidenced by the comparison shown in the Superin- 
tendent's report of the perce^i^a^/e of redaction in earnings 
with the percentage of decrease in passengers and tonnage — 
the increase of business which would ordinarily follow the 
adoption of such reduced rates having been retarded through 
the local influences w^hich have affected every channel of 
business throughout the State. However, the return of that 
confidence which is being gradually restored and the abundant 
harvests now being reaped lead to the assurance that a much 
more favorable comparison of the business of the current year 
will be made, as shown by the following statement of the 
business of the road for the six months ending June 30th, 1880:

ROAD AND EQUIPMENT. 

The road-bed and track are in splendid condition, the 
track being well ballasted and as perfect as possible for the 
runninof of trains. The last of the iron rails between San 
Francisco and San Jose (50 miles) have been removed and steel 
rails substituted therefor throuofhout. To accommodate the 
travel to and from the new seaside resort and hotel, at 
Monterey, a new train has been placed on the road, since 
the opening of the present year, which makes the run be- 
tween San Francisco and Monterey (125 miles) in three hours 
and thirty-five minutes, including seven stops. 

The rolling stock has had careful attention and is in thorough 
repair, as are also the buildings, water-stations and other 
structures throughout the line of the road.

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GOVERNMENT LAND GRANT. 

The report of the Land Agent is very full and complete. It 
shows the total land grant to the Company, and the grants for 
which patents have been received. It contains much valuable 
information relating to the Company's lands, and a statement 
of the transactions of the Land Department, to the close of 
the last fiscal year. 

NORTHERN AND SOUTHERN DIVISIONS. 

The two divisions yet remain disconnected. The report of 
Supt. A. C. Bassett, furnishes full information of the operations 
of the Northern -Division. The Southern Division being under 
lease to the Central Pacific, no report is furnished of the busi- 
ness thereon. 

FUNDED DEBT. 

On January 1st, 1880 — the date of the report of the Trustees 
— there was an amount of $296,503.08 on hand. Up to June 
30th, inclusive, the Trustees had received the further sum of 
$34,158.18, and had redeemed bonds to the amount of $314,- 
000, all of which have been duly canceled and surrendered to 
the Company. The amount of bonds surrendered have been 
carried to the credit of Profit and Loss. 

EASTWARD (CONNECTIONS. 

Since the date of our last report, the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Co. of Arizona has been steadily pushing its way Eastward, 
and is now within 53 miles of the eastern boundary of the 
Territory, leaving but about 235 miles to be constructed (by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad of New Mexico,) to the Rio 
Grande, near El Paso, there to intersect the various lines of 
railroad projected thence, and leaving your road to form the 
western portion of an Inter-Oceanic Iin6 of railroad, extending 
between the principal ports on the Pacific Coast and those on 
the lower Mississippi river and Gulf of Mexico, with direct 
and efficient connection thence eastward to the Atlantic States 
and seaboard cities.

Additions to the stock during the year consist of one second- 
class sleeping car, two baggage cars, and two hand cars. 

One baggage car was changed to mail and express. 

Twenty-seven passenger cars were painted and thirty-six 
varnished. Two coaches were upholstered anew. 

Fifty freight cars were rebuilt, forty-nine were painted ; and 
one hundred and forty box cars were strengthened, increasing 
their carrying* capacity from ten to fifteen tons. 

Two hundred and nine wheels were placed under passenger 
cars, and one hundred and thirty-one under freight cars. 

The expense for car repairs for the year was $47,755.25. 



BRIDGES, CULVERTS, AND CATTLE-GUARDS. 

During the past year all structures of this kind have been 
thoroughly inspected, and general renewals and repairs made. 

The truss bridges across the San Mateo Creek, 83 feet span, 
and over the Llagas River, 145 feet span, were removed and 
replaced with substantial pile bridges. New pile bridges were 
also constructed at Belmont and Finger's Creek, 42 and 45 
feet spans respectively. 

Nine hundred feet of piling across the Pajaro River, on the 
Tres Pinos line, and over the Mission Slough, San Francisco, 
have been thoroughly repaired at a considerable expense for 
new piles and timbers. 
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The over-head bridge between Bernal and San Miguel was 
rebuilt, and a new bridge constructed over the county road 
crossing south of Colma. 

Thirteen new cattle-guards were built, and one hundred and 
twenty-nine rebuilt. Five new box drains were built, and 
twenty-six rebuilt. 

Amount expended for renewals and repairs, $23,786.03. 

BUILDINGS. 

A hay warehouse, 200x48 feet, was erected at Mountain 
View. Additions were made to the Station buildings at San 
Miguel, Millbrae, and Menlo Park, for baggage and other 
purposes. Passenger platfonns at San Bruno, Belmont, and 
Menlo Park were renewed. The turn-tables at San Jose and 
Tres Pinos were rebuilt. A new track scale, for weighing 
loaded cars, was placed at San Francisco Freight Depot. 

All buildings on the line are in good repair. 

Amount charged to repairs of buildings, $10,222.54. 

TRACK. 

During the year 5.04 miles of steel rails were laid, complet- 
ing the renewal of track between San Francisco and San Jpse, 
all of which is now laid with 501b steel rail ; 18,977 new ties 
were placed in main track, and 2,467 used in the extension of 
side tracks. 

Considerable gravel has been distributed along the line, and 
much other work done towards placing the track in good con- 
dition for increased speed. 

Amount charged to repairs of track, $90,417.17. 

REPAIRS OF FENCES. 

Twelve miles of fencing was entirely rebuilt, and general 
repairs made where needed, at an expense of $12,019.21.

During the year twenty-eight ships were loaded at the 
Company's wharf in Mission Bay, taking 22,316 tons of grain 
to foreign ports. 

Additional passenger train service performed — a train each 
way, daily, between San Francisco and Menlo Park. 

During the year all trains have run regularly and no acci- 
dent has occurred causing loss of life or injury to passengers 
or to the property of the Company,

Gentlemen : The following report exhibits the operations, 
condition and prospects of the Land Department of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company from its organization to 
December 31st, 1879 : 

As shown by previous reports, the Land Grant from the 
United States Government to the Company is as follows : 

Act of July^7th, 1866, 12,800 acres per mile for *587^* miles. 7,623,072 

Act of March 3d, 1871, 12,800 acres per mile for ♦346»« miles 4,441,088 

Total Acres 11,964,160 

Deduct for lands granted and reserved by Government, and for

The vahie of these lands at the Government minimum price 
for adjoining lands ($2.50) would be $26,113,067.50. A very

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large portion of this is choice agricultural and timber land, 
and will command a much higher price. 

Five hundred and seventy-nine and twenty-hundredths 
(579*) miles of the main lines of the road, (those to which the 
lands are granted), have been constructed and the Government 
has accepted them. 

Since my last report, Januaiy 2d, 1879, 67,333^^ acres of 
land in the Counties of Fresno, Tulare, Kern, Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino and San Diego have lx?en patented.

Applications for patent for about 100,000 acres more are 
now pending in the Department of the Interior. 

Lists of further selections of railroad lands in the Counties 
of Santa Clara, Monterey, San Benito, as well as in Kei'n, Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino Counties, will soon be made, and 
the tracts will be offered for sale when patents shall have been 
received, and the lands appraised. 

A statement of the entire transactions of this Department 
is hereto attached. 

Owing to the continued drought in Southern California 
lands have been dull of sale during the past year, but from 
]>resent indications it is thought that the coming season will 
be a very good one for farmers, there having been abundant 
rains up to the present time, to secure a crop in most localities. 
There has also been a heavy fall of snow in the mountains, 
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assuring a plentiful supply of water for the numerous canals 
that intersect and water the Company's lands in many places 
where irrigation is necessary. 

In my previous report (January 2d, 1879) I mentioned the 
fact that in the northern part of Tulare and the southern part 
of Fresno Counties there is a region containing 250,000 acres 
of the best and most marketable railroad land in the whole 
grant, and that persons calling themselves " Settlers " had 
endeavored to seize and hold, under the U. S. Preemption 
and Homestead laws, about 20,000 acres in the centre of it, 
lying in what is known as the " Mussel Slough " country ; also 
that the Company had commenced suit in ejectment against a 
number (32) of the chief leaders in the movement, in order to 
bring the matter before the proper tribunals. 

I now take great pleasure in stating that on the 16th of 
December, 1879, a decision was given by the United States 
Circuit Court for the District of California, declaring the 
Company's title valid in every point The defendants have 
sixty days in which to appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States ; but in order to do this they will be obliged to 
give sufficient bonds to indemnify the Company for any loss 
or damage it may sustain while the suit is pending. Appeals 
will not be taken in more than three or four cases, if in any. 
In all those that go by default executions will issue, and the 
persons will be compelled to acknowledge the railroad title 
and either buy, rent or vacate the lands. It is not thought, 
however, that it will be necessary to eject many of these men, 
as nearly all will purchase or rent the lands now unlawfully 
held by them. 

This decision is of very great importance to the Company, 
opening up for sale, as it does, a very large body of as fine 
land as can be found anywhere in the State. 

Many other persons, besides the squatters themselves, have 
been anxiously awaiting the legal decision who will now come 
forward and purchase these fertile tracts ; so that the prospects 
of this Department for the coming year are very flattering. 

Two new methods of leasing agricultural land have been 
recently adopted by the Company with very great success. 
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First: For ten per cent, cash, (in advance) on the appraised 
value of the land, the lessee being given refusal of purchase 
at any time before the expiration of the lease. A very con- 
siderable amount has been realized from lands leased in this 
manner, and many sales have been effected. 

Second: For a share of the crop. It is thought that a 
handsome profit will be obtained from these crop leases, for, 
as before stated, the rainfall up to the present time indicates 
that there will be an abundant supply of moisture to assure a 
plentiful harvest in the greater portion of Southern California. 

Energetic steps have lately been taken to stop the trespass 
of live stock ; many persons with roving bands of sheep and 
cattle having been grazing on the Company's lands without 
payment of rent. As a result of the measures adopted, there 
have been leased for grazing and agricultural purposes during 
the last three months about 70,000 acres of land. I think 1 
can safely predict that within the next four or five months 
there will be 300,000 acres more rented for these purposes. 
The grazing lands are let at a low rate, the Company reserving 
the right to sell at any time upon refunding a proportionate 
part of the rent money. 

For some time past the opinion has been gaining ground 
among the inhabitants of the State that some of the most 
desirable places for homes in California are in the foothills of 
the mountain ranges. 

The " f rostless belt " of the State is above the valley low- 
lands and river bottoms, and clings closely to the foothills, 
but does not extend to the summit of the lower spurs of the 
mountains. Some of the very best land in the State is on 
" benches " and . rolling slopes, somewhat broken by ravines. 
There is scarcely any limit to the possibilities of these lands 
for fruit-growing, wine and raisin making, and the production 
of olives, oranges, figs and many of the tropical and semi- 
tropical fruits. The Company's grant contains thousands of 
acres of this kind of lands ; as their capabilities become more 
widely known throughout the Eastern States and Europe, they 
must attract a large and industrious population. 

In consequence of the present distress in Great Britain and 

Jand — especially in Ireland — caused by a succession of 
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unfavorable seasons, and by influences relating to the tenure 
of land, which have pressed very heavily on fanners, it is esti- 
mated that fully five per cent. — over 1,500,000 — of the popu- 
lation will emigrate within the coming year. 

The partial or total failure of the wine crop of late years 
in many districts in France, has had the eflfect of turning the 
attention of a large number of the thrifty and energetic 
people of that country to the great advantages possessed by 
California as a wine producing locality. It is therefore 
expected that a constantly increasing tide of immigration will 
flow to this State from the industrious farmers and fruit- 
growers both of the British Isles and the Continent. 

The following figures, showing the production of a few of 
the staples of California for 1879, have been taken from care- 
fully compiled statistics : 

Wheat, 1,120,000 tons; Wool, 46,900,000 lbs.; Wine, 6,000,- 
000 galls.; Raisins, 1,200,000 lbs.; Barley, 300,000 tons. These 
astonishing results have been obtained notwithstanding the 
sparseness of the population, and are but trifling when 
compared with the prospective products of the country, when 
the vast quantities of railroad and other vacant lands shall 
have been settled upon and fully cultivated. 

I cannot forbear, in this connection, alluding once more 
to the immense increase of agricultural productions, and to 
the surprising effect of irrigation upon, land in Southern Cali- 
fornia. The great valleys and plains of the State, up to the 
present time have been appropriated to raising horses, neat 
cattle and sheep ; but the country has now passed through 
this period which precedes the agricultural. As inhabitants 
increase, the lands are improved and cultivated to meet the 
wants and necessities of a greater population. Water, by its 
introduction througli canals, brought from long distances, has 
produced results to surprise old residents of the country. 
Lands previously of no value but as cattle ranges, are now 
becoming the homesteads of thrifty, industrious families. 
People are settling together, upon the "Colony System," 
regulating the distribution of water by their own supervisors, 
and by their combined capital and labor accomplishing what 
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no single settler could perform. By the use of water, the 
valuable lucern known as Alfalfa has been introduced, and 
makes it possible to sustain a greater number of cattle ; thus 
immediately aflecting the increase of population. This won- 
derful clover can be cut three or four times in a season, 
realizing to the acre ten or twelve tons of hay per annum. A 
system of irrigation will finally of necessity be introduced 
and supervised by the State, as its great importance will 
compel its adoption. 

But all that part of the State in which this Company's 
lands are situated is especially adapted by climate, soil and 
situation, to the raising of semi-tropical fruits. Here flourish 
luxuriantly not only the fruits before mentioned, but also the 
almond, walnut, lemon, date and many other fruits peculiar to 
the tropics. Old residents are purchasing land for vineyards 
or fruit orchards. Even where water, through canals, cannot 
be procured, the lands sell, — the purchaser being able, by 
boring a well and the assistance of a " windmill," to cultivate 
acres enough to support a family. Waste or " desert lands " 
are thus made available or useful ; other industries have also 
been found profitable in the southern part of the State. 

One of them has become quite important ; I allude to the 
production of honey. The " white-sage," a Californian plant, 
gives food to the bee, and has made it possible for this indus- 
try to compete with the Eastern market and to supply, to quite 
a large extent, the demand for that luxury. Many tons of 
honey were exported .last year in excess of the home con- 
sumption. 

Allusion only can be made to the timber lands of the 
Company in the mountains of Tulare and Kern Counties. 
Tlic tracts are very extensive and capable of furnishing 
lumber for the use of purchasers of the valley lands. This 
can, iji many cases, be transported through the irrigating 
canals or V Humes, to which attention was called in a former 
report. Tliese timber tracts are coming to the attention of 
purchasers each year and it will not be long before buyers 
of land will desire to add some acres of woodland to those of 
their valley lands, just as all New England farmers own a 
" wood-lot " for uses of the farm. I have no doubt, therefore, 
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but that these lands will yearly increase in value and demand. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad of Arizona is now constructed 
to the centre of the Territory, whence it is rapidly pushing 
eastward. It has already opened up that Territory to science 
as well as civilization and industry. The mineral wealth of 
Arizona, which is known to be vast, cannot yet be accurately 
estimated, much less determined. Great discoveries of ore 
are made daily in various localities, and the accounts bring to 
these places thousands of miners. 

The difficulties of travel, and its dangers, have hitherto 
deterred any but men of the greatest endurance from visiting 
its mountains, but these difficulties being now in a measure 
obviated, the coming year will show an immense travel over 
the railroad, which will bring into notice the Company's 
agricultural land, stimulate its sale and make it a basis for 
supplies for the mines. 

When the Railroad of the Company shall be completed or 
shall make its eastern connections, communication will be 
opened up with the markets of the East and immigrants will 
be brought direct to the Company's lands. 

Taking into consideration their advantageous situation, the 
mildness of the climate, the fertility of the soil and its adapt- 
ability to all kinds of agriculture and fruit growing, it must 
be apparent to the most superficial observer that in its land 
grant the Company has a very valuable propei*ty, and that its 
prospects for the future are very encouraging.

EARNINGS AND OPERATING EXPENSES. 

The Secretary's Report for the year shows the gross revenue 
to this Company to have been $ 2,669,444.00, which is an in- 
crease as compared with the revenue for 1879 of $ 144,561.94, 
— the earnings of the Leased Road, in excess of the Annual 
Rental going to the lessee — and (after deducting the operating 
expenses of the Northern Division $ 571,829.98,) leaves a 
balance of $ 2,097,614.02.

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ROAD AND EQUIPMENT. 

The road has been kept up to its standard, and is in good 
condition throughout, as are also the buildings and other 
structures. 

The rolling-stock is in thorough repair, and at the close of 
the year consisted of :

For further information of the operations of the Northern 
Division, reference is made to the accompanying report of 
Superintendent A. C. Bassett. 

The Southern Division (from Huron via. Goshen to the 
Colorado River,) is still under lease to the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, and the amount received for rental appears 
in the proper statement under the heading of Southern Di- 
vision. This portion of the road is being operated profitably 
by the Lessees — as will be seen by the correspondence with its 
Secretary on pages 9 and 11 of this report. 

GOVERNMENT LAND GRANT. 

Attention is called to the very interesting report of the 
Land Agent, and the confirmation of the great value of these 
lands — which is increasing every year. 

As shown in his report, the rental of lands for the year 1880 
amounted to $ 45,802.16, as compared with $ 16,794.76 for the 
year 1879, and which as anticipated by him will be largely in- 
creased the present year, (1881,) there having been received 
during the seven months ending July 31st the sum of $ 29,- 
145.29, and there being a large sum due from " Crop" leases, 
(upwards of $ 30,000) which will appear in account as fast as 
sales of the crops are made. 

FUNDED DEBT. 

The Annual Report of the Trustees shows that Bonds to the 
amount of $ 299,655.00 have been redeemed during the year. 
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and that a balance of $ 123,215.28 remained on hand on Jan- 
uary 1st of the present year, with which, together with 
additional receipts from the Land Department, they have been 
enabled to make the following further redemptions, viz : 

January 18th, Bonds to the amount of $ 98,000 00 

August 15th, Bonds to the amount of 93,000 00 

It is very gratifying to your Directors to be able to submit 
so favorable a report of the business for the past year, and to 
note the prospective business for the current year, and the in- 
crease which must rapidly follow. While by terms of the lease 
with the Central Pacific, the Company is assured of an income 
sufficient to meet the interest on its Mortgage Bonds during 
the existence of the lease, it has the satisfaction of knowing 
that the present actual eamiTigs of the road are far in excess 
of this requirement y and that the Company is in a position to 
meet all of its obligations should the lease for any reason be 
cancelled before limitation. 

• 

The Southern Pacific of New Mexico having completed its 
road to El Paso, work on its eastern connections is being vig- 
orously prosecuted, and will be completed to San Antonio, 
Texas, within another year, from which point Eastward, either 
the control of roads has been secured, or running arrangements 
have been made over a continuous line to New Orleans, so that 
the operating of the whole line from San Francisco to that 
point will be practically under one management. 

From this report and the {acts that this line will form the 
shortest route between Atlantic and Pacific ports, and has been 
constructed over comparatively easy grades, that it passes 
through very rich mineral as well as agricultural districts, along 
which a population is gathering devoted to mining, agriculture 
and manufactures,and that it has numerous outlets at important 
seaports, and connections with important lines in the south- 
west, the Stockholders of this Company should feel assured 
that the future business of the road, will surpass all that has 
been predicted for it.

Many of the smaller stations 
have been provided with freight platforms, stock corrals, and 
other conveniences for shippers.

TRA.CK. 

During the year, one mile of main track has been relaid 
with steel rails ; 27,761 new redwood ties were placed in main 
track ; and IfV^ miles of new side track laid. 

All cast-iron frogs on the main line have been replaced with 
steel rail frogs. The track has been much improved, and is 
now all in good condition. 

Repairs of track cost, $ 100,012 40. 

GENERAL. 

An additional berth for ships has been provided at the Com- 
pany's wharf, in Mission Bay. Twenty-nine ships were 
loaded at this point for foreign ports, taking 23,618 tons of 
grain. Shipments of grain over the road amounted to 77,997 
tons, an increase of 18,470 tons over the business of any pre- 
vious year ; and, at the close of the year, there remained in 
warehouses on the line, 63,780 tons, to be forwarded to tide 
water. 

Trains have been run without interruption, and no accidents 
have occurred to passengers, nor damage to the Company's 
property worthy of mention.

Gentlemen : The following report exhibits the operations, 
condition and prospects of the Land Department of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company from its organization to 
December 31st, 1880 :

The value of these lands at the Government minimum price 
for adjoining lands ($ 2.50) would be $ 26,113,067.50. A very 
large portion of this is choice agricultural and timber land, 
and will command a much higher price.

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Five hundred and seventy-nine and twenty-hundredths 
(57J^^) miles of the main lines of the road, (those to which the 
lands are granted), have been constructed and the Government 
has excepted them. 

Since my last report, December 31, 1879, 91,050 acres of 
land in the Counties of Fresno, Tulare, Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino and San Diego have been patented. 

The patents for land received from the United States Gov- 
ernment by the Company, are as follows :

Lists of further selections of railroad lands in the Counties 
of Santa Clara, Monterey, San Benito, as well as in Kern, Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino Countitis will soon be made, and 
the tracts will be offered for sale when patents shall have been 
received and the lands appraised. 

A statement of the entire transactions of this Department 
is hereto attached. 

During the past year the crops have been very good all over 
California. This has given an impetus to the sale of farming 
lands throughout the State, and more particularly those at the 
disposal of the Company ; for they lie along the line of the 
railroad, are easily accessible, and facilities for transportation 
to and from them exist which are not found in localities more 
remote. The cash amount of sales for this year is almost three 
times larger than it was in 1879, and present prospects indi- 
cate that the demand for railroad land will be much greater 
tlian heretofore. 
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Quite a large revenue has been derived from the rental of 
the patented lands which are unsold. From $ 40,000 to $ 45,- 
000 have been realized during the year from this source. The 
scheme of leasing the railroad lands is found to work well. 
Most of the persons who rent, do so with the expectation of 
buying ultimately, and where a tract is rented for agricultural 
purposes, the lease usually contains a provision giving the 
lessee privilege of purchase at the price fixed by the Company. 
Where land is leased for grazing, the Company reserves the 
right to sell at any time. Agricultural leases terminate on 
1 5th October, and grazing leases on the 1st of December of each 
year. Some three hundred and fifty applications to rent for 
next year (1881), covering a large area, have thus far been re- 
ceived and the leases issued, and as the renting of lands for the 
year does not entirely close until June, there is a certainty 
that the revenue from this source will be largely increased. 

Referring to the part of my last report, relating to the un- 
lawful detention of several sections of railroad lands in the 
northern part of Tulare County, and southern part of Fresno 
County, in what is known as the " Mussel Slough " region, I 
am happy to be able to state that a good number of the 
adverse occupants there have lately acknowledged the Com- 
pany's title, and have either purchased or rented from it the 
tracts occupied by them. Many others who still hold pos- 
session signify their willingness to buy as soon as they can 
raise sufficient money to make first payment. There is every 
evidence that the people are getting tired of the lawlessness 
and contention which have been engendered among them by 
a few designing demagogues and irresponsible men, who wish 
to be considered agrarian leaders. These persons, for the pro- 
motion of their selfish ends and for the gratification of cause- 
less malice, have kept alive a feeling of animosity against the 
Company and of uncertainty as to the validity of its land 
title. On realizing that this state of affairs kept away popu- 
lation, retarded progress and development of the country, and 
depreciated the value of property, the good citizens, the 
earnest, responsible and representative men of Mussel Slough 
District, strongly set their faces against this lawless conduct, 
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and have expressed their disapprobation and censure of it in 
such strong terms, that the sentiment of the community is 
rapidly undergoing such a radical change as leads to the hope 
that all troubles between the Company and those who seek 
unlawfully to withhold its lands from it will soon come to 
an end. 

In the early part of this year in accordance with orders from 
the Board of Directors, the rate of interest on unpaid remain- 
ders of purchase money, was reduced from ten to seven per 
cent, per annum. The reduction is very satisfactory to pur- 
chasers, who now find no fault with the Company's terms, but 
on the contrary assert that they are extremely liberal. The 
decrease in the rate of interest has been the direct cause of 
many of the sales which lately have been made. 

Great activity in agricultural and horticultural pursuits has 
sprung up within a short time in the vicinity of Fresno, about 
twenty miles north-west from the head of Tulare Lake. Some 
colonies have been planted there, on a plan similar to that at 
Riverside in San Bernardino County which has been so pros- 
perous. The chief object is the cultivation of grapes for 
wine and raisins, and the production of all kinds of fruits, in- 
cluding the citrous and semi-tropical varieties. The wine and 
raisins produced in that locality, are of most excellent quality, 
and the fruits are generally very good. As superior facilities 
for irrigation exist there, the place will become populous and 
of great importance. The Company has many thousand acres 
of land in that vicinity, which in a short time will meet with 
ready sale. 

In connection with the production of wine and raisins in 
this State, attention is called to tracts, constituting in the ag- 
gregate a large area, which lie at the foot and on the slopes of 
the mountains, usually called " foot-hill" lands. Most of them 
are peculiarly adapted both in soil and situation, to the suc- 
cessful and profitable cultivation of fruits of all kinds, but 
more especially the grape. Large quantities of these tracts are 
in the railroad grant. They will shortly become very valuable 
as soon as immigration can be directed thither. The pro- 
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duction of wine in California in 1880, is estimated at 12,000,- 
000 gallons, and there is a certainty of a largely increased 
product in 1881, which it is predicted will be greater than that 
of all the other States in the Union. The business of curing 
raisins is extending rapidly, and those engaged in it are satis- 
fied with their progress and profits. Its growth is so rapid 
and certain, that California without doubt will before many 
years, supply all or nearly all of the raisins consumed in the 
United States. The climate and soil in a large area of Cali- 
fornia are pre-eminently suited to successful viticulture, and the 
conditions for making wine are of the most favorable charac- 
ter. The knowledge of these facts is now widely spread in 
the wine producing countries of Europe, where the population 
is usually dense. This, taken in connection with the decrease 
in the production of wine in these places, has directed general 
attention to the inexhaustible and superior advantages of 
California, so that in eighteen months longer, or as soon as the 
S. P. R. R. and connecting lines, shall be completed to the 
States on the Gulf of Mexico, and the Company shall bring 
into full operation its contemplated scheme of transportation 
of emigrants at low rates, conditions which now restrict, if 
not almost prohibit immigration to California, will cease to 
exist ; and grape-growing immigrants and others may be ex- 
pected to aiTive in great numbers. 

The time is close at hand when the thinly populated State 
of California will feel the strong wave of immigration. Im- 
migration should be stimulated and encouraged. It will have 
a beneficial influence on the business of the Company by in- 
creasing the political power of the State, and adding to its 
wealth in money, brain, enterprise and muscle. It will mul- 
tiply manufactures and give more rapid impetus to the 
development of the varied resources of the State ; encourage, 
support, and utilize home industries; add to the value of 
landed property by increasing the demand for it; build up 
thriving little villages in stretches of country now sparely in- 
habited, and add hundreds of acres now lying waste to the 
number of acres now in cultivation. It will, without increas- 
ing State or municipal expenses, lessen the per cent, of taxa- 
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tion by augmenting the aggregate wealth of the State, and 
adding to the number of citizens who pay taxes, and it will 
tend to develop the natural affinity, instead of the conflict 
which exist between capital and labor, for skilled labor pro- 
duces capital, and capital produces skilled labor. 

In no section of the world can be found a country of equal 
area affording such an opportunity for diversity of employment 
in agriculture, mining, metallurgy as Southeni California. In 
a few months or years at most, all part« of it will be in- 
tersected with railroads. Its climate and soil are of such varied 
temperature, quality and fertility, as to render it wonderfully 
suited to the mechanical and agricultural pursuits of every 
nationality, race and clime. The possibilities of its industries, 
productions and resources cannot now be stated. They reach 
before the mind into an ocean of prosperity and progress. In 
fact, no field of fairer promise was ever presented to the 
capital, labor and youth of the world. 

I consider the lands of the Company very valuable property.
